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MESSAGE 

OF 

HON.  PHILIP  E.  BRADY 

Gentlemen  of  the  Municipal  Council: 

In  meeting  your  honorable  body  upon  its  organization  for  the  year 
1922  the  note  of  greeting  must  be  distinctly  one  of  congratulation. 

Our  city  has  remained  true  to  its  traditions  as  a well-ordered 
community  and  its  business  affairs  have  been  conducted  in  every  de- 
partment in  a manner  that  has  avoided  criticism  and  reflects  the 
exceptionally  high  character  of  the  public  service. 

Although  our  tax  rate  advanced  to  $32.30,  an  increase  of  $6.40 
from  the  year  before,  those  members  of  your  body  who  sought  re- 
election  have  been  returned  with  increased  majorities.  Our  fellow 
citizens  realizing  that  many  desired  improvements  were  put  off  while 
we  were  a town  and  many  needed  projects  were  necessarily  deferred 
on  account  of  the  war,  were  satisfled  that  they  should  be  carried  out 
and  also  with  the  manner  in  which  the  work  was  done  and  were  con- 
tent to  pay  for  them.  Of  those  who  felt  that  the  outlay  was  too 
great,  no  one  was  willing  to  mention  any  item  to  which  the  pruning 
knife  should  have  been  applied. 

The  larger  part  of  the  increased  expenditures  went  into  public 
works  and  schools  where  the  results  are  apparent  to  so  many  that  the 
sanction  of  the  public  followed  as  a matter  of  course. 

This  is  as  it  should  be  if  competent  officials  are  to  be  retained  in 
the  public  service. 

When  public  servants  who  are  devoted  to  their  duties  and  who 
know  at  first  hand  the  public  needs  are  working  unselfishly  for  the 
promotion  of  the  public  welfare  the  great  body  of  the  people  should 
stand  behind  them  and  uphold  their  hands  at  all  good  work  as  they 
have  done  in  the  late  election. 

This  seems  to  he  a habit  with  our  people. 

For  thirty-two  years  they  have  kept  at  the  head  of  the  fire  de- 
partment a chief  engineer  whose  ability  was  recognized  outside  our 
city  limits  and  it  is  with  general  regret  that  Chief  Hiram  R.  Packard 
after  fifty  years  faithful  service  in  the  department  voluntarily  retires 
from  duty  with  the  well  deserved  pension  you  have  granted  him. 

Those  fifty  years  have  marked  a great  change  in  the  methods  of 
fire  fighting  as  well  as  in  fire  apparatus. 

The  hand  pump  that  was  in  use  at  the  begining  of  that  period  gave 
way  to  a modest  hand  reel  when  Mr.  Packard  became  chief.  He  leaves 
a fully  motorized  department  to  attest  his  efficient  and  faithful  service. 

It  is  cause  for  satisfaction  that  you  have  contributed  in  some 
degree  to  this  advance  and  thereby  helped  to  maintain  the  very  low  fire 
loss  for  the  city. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  needs  of  the  Police  Department  have 
been  so  long  subordinated  to  those  of  other  departments,  but  acts  that 
show  the  quality  of  the  men  of  the  force  like  that  of  Patrolman  John  J. 
Kelly  in  swimming  out  into  Dodgeville  pond  last  February,  breaking  the 
ice  as  he  went  to  the  rescue  of  five-year  old  George  Dumont,  fairly 
shine. 
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In  conferring  a gold  medal  upon  Patrolman  Kelly  for  this  heroic 
act  we  were  all  honored. 

I congratulate  you  upon  the  fact  that  a large  part  of  the  increase  in 
our  expenditures  for  the  past  year  was  made  necessary  by  the  de- 
mands of  the  schools. 

An  increase  of  930  or  33M*,%  in  average  membership  in  five  years, 
of  which  736  are  credited  to  the  past  three  years,  is  a most  promising 
growth. 

Although  during  this  time  we  have  doubled  the  capacity  of  the 
Washington  and  Bliss  Schools  and  added  five  portable  schools  we  are 
still  not  abreast  of  the  requirements  and  the  tide  is  still  increasing 
as  is  indicated  by  the  report  of  the  Health  Officer  that  there  have 
been  506  births  during  the  year  and  a very  small  death  rate. 

As  soon  as  the  cost  of  building  permits  you  will  be  asked  to  prov- 
ide for  the  addition  to  the  Richardson  School  the  land  for  which  was 
secured  last  year. 

In  the  list  of  meritorious  acts  that  our  city  has  a right  to  regard 
with  pride  I should  not  fail  to  mention  the  provision  that  has  been 
made  by  Mr.  Joseph  Finberg,  of  the  School  Committee,  for  four 
scholarships  for  graduates  of  the  high  school  who  desire  to  attend 
college. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  note  that  the  health  of  the  school  children  is  re- 
ceiving increased  attention  and  that  systematic  efforts  are  being  made 
toward  improvement. 

These  with  the  physical  exercises  that  are  now  required  by  law 
will  overcome  some  of  the  defects  of  which  I spoke  to  you  three  years 
ago. 


The  report  of  the  Health  Officer  is  a very  gratifying  one  and  shows 
that  the  health  of  the  community  is  being  safeguarded  in  every  possible 
manner  with  the  result  that  the  death  rate  is  kept  at  the  very  low  figure 
of  10  per  thousand.  Of  the  205  deaths  reported  56  or  27%  were  of 
persons  who  had  passed  the  age  of  seventy  years. 

I commend  to  your  favorable  notice  the  recommendations  con- 
tained in  the  Health  Officer’s  report  especially  that  in  regard  to  fish- 
ing and  boating  in  Orr’s  Pond,  on  which  I have  addressed  you  hereto- 
fore. 


The  few  fish  that  are  taken  from  this  pond  do  not  seem  to  war- 
rant our  flying  in  the  face  of  the  recommendations  of  our  own  Health 
Officer  and  that  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Health. 

The  ability  of  th^  Charity  Department  to  carry  on  its  work  with 
such  a slight  increase  over  its  normal  expenditures  is  also  a matter 
in  which  you  may  take  pride. 

The  thrift  that  is  a characteristic  of  our  people  has  enabled  them  to 
go  through  the  period  of  depression  without  making  excessive  de- 
mands upon  the  public  purse  and  it  is  most  gratifying  that  unemploy- 
ment has  at  no  time  become  acute  in  the  city.  This  is  due  in  large 
measure  to  the  efforts  of  manufacturers  to  keep  their  employees  at 
work  at  least  on  part  time. 

In  some  communities  the  expenditures  for  charity  have  been  near- 
ly twice  the  rate  they  have  been  in  this  city. 
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During  the  winter  when  unemployment  was  at  its  worst  work  was 
furnished  to  those  most  in  need  in  clearing  about  twenty  acres  of 
woodland  about  the  pumping  station  and  Orr’s  Pond  and  in  this  way 
much  firewood  was  provided  for  the  charity  department. 

As  another  means  of  providing  employment  during  the  summer 
the  city  appropriated  $5000  toward  putting  Hayward  Pheld  in  condition 
for  sports  as  contemplated  by  the  donor,  former  Mayor  Sweet,  the 
balance  being  raised  by  public  susbscription  and  now  we  have  one  of 
the  finest  ball  grounds  in  the  State. 

You  will  be  asked  to  make  an  appropriation  lo  improve  the  ball 
held  at  the  Finberg  Playground  in  order  that  the  young  people  in  that 
section,  who  have  shown  so  much  enthusiasm  for  sport  during  the  last 
season,  may  have  a better  field  on  which  to  again  meet  their  rivals 
from  other  parts  of  the  city. 

It  was  with  a feeling  of  personal  loss,  as  I recalled  the  many  fine 
boys  who  have  enjoyed  its  use  that  I felt  obliged  to  write  “finis”  after 
Brady  Field,  but  after  twenty-six  years  the  fence  had  become  so  ragged 
as  to  be  an  eyesore  to  my  good  neighbors  to  whom  some  consideration 
was  due. 

The  past  year  was  one  of  more  than  ordinary  activity  and  accom- 
plishment. The  program  for  the  improvement  of  our  streets  initiated 
in  1920  has  been  advanced  by  the  building  of  32,221  square  yards  of 
bituminous  pavement,  equivalent  to  approximately  three  miles  of  18-foot 
roadway,  of  a slightly  different  type  from  that  built  the  year  before 
This  will  admit  of  comparison  that  may  be  useful  in  the  future. 

Asphalt  penetration  has  been  used  in  improving  other  streets 
while  some  that  have  had  no  attention  for  years  have  been  shaped  up 
and  gravelled  and  treated  with  a protective  coating  so  that  our  streets 
now  compare  favorably  with  those  of  any  city. 

Many  streets  have  been  relocated  and  widened,  new  streets  have 
been  laid  out  and  the  policy  of  rounding  sharp  corners  has  been  con- 
tinued. The  layout  of  the  square  at  the  junction  of  Washington  Street 
and  Highland  Avenue  was  a splendid  improvement  in  this  section. 

Two  new  concrete  bridges  have  been  built  on  Mechanic  Street 
that  will  in  all  likelihood  give  better  service  than  would  have  been  the 
case  had  they  been  rebuilt  when  first  agitated  in  1887. 

In  securing  ten  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  highway  yard  and  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  it  will  be  possible  to  con- 
solidate the  different  divisions  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and 
secure  a siding  for  the  delivery  of  materials  for  this  department  and 
coal  pockets  for  the  city’s  use. 

The  purchase  of  about  four  acres  of  land  in  the  centre  of  the  city 
as  a site  for  a city  hall  settles  a long  drawn  out  discussion,  though  it 
may  not  be  possible  to  begin  building  operations  in  the  immediate 
future. 

The  activities  of  the  past  year  ran  into  money  rapidly.  Some  of  the 
large  items  like  the  purchases  of  land  are  for  permanent  objects  and 
some  like  bridges,  streets  and  drains  will  require  little  out-lay  for 
years  to  come. 

The  tax  payers  are  able  to  see  where  their  money  has  gone  and  are 
paying  their  taxes  quite  as  in  other  years.

Consideration  must  be  shown  them  this  year,  but  the  greatest 
problem,  that  of  increasing  our  water  supply  must  receive  attention. 
As  this  is  permanent  in  its  nature,  it  may  be  covered  by  long  term 
bonds. 

Plans  will  be  laid  before  you  for  surface  drainage  in  certain  areas 
and  for  the  extension  of  the  domestic  sewer  system  to  Farmers  village — 
also  bonding  propositions.  More  attention  should  be  given  to  the  build- 
ing of  sidewalks  outside  the  center  of  the  city  as  the  good  roads  are 
a temptation  to  pedestrians  to  travel  in  the  way  of  danger. 

The  greatly  increased  use  of  the  public  library  will  necessitate  a 
larger  appropriation. 

The  bridges  on  Water  Street  over  Ten  Mile  River  and  on  Bank 
Street  over  Bungay  River  must  be  rebuilt  as  also  the  addition  to 
Richardson  School. 

The  survey  of  the  city  should  be  begun  and  a public  sanitary  pro- 
vided as  recommended  by  the  Health  Officer  and  the  Planning  Board. 

There  are  indications  that  the  money  market  is  easing  to  some  ex- 
tent and  that  we  will  not  be  obliged  to  pay  the  high  rates  of  the  past 
year  which  made  it  advisable  to  pay  out  of  current  revenues  for  much 
that  we  contracted. 

The  credit  of  the  city  remains  strong  and  we  were  able  to  obtain 
very  good  rates  on  recent  borrowings.

The  reports  of  the  different  city  officials  soon  will  be  laid  before 
you  and  no  doubt  the  suggestions  and  recommendations  contained 
therein  will  receive  your  considerate  attention. 

I am  grateful  to  all  city  officials  and  employees  for  the  fidelity  and 
efficiency  they  have  shown  in  the  discharge  of  their  different  duties. 

To  the  retiring  members  of  the  Municipal  Council  I desire  to  ex- 
press my  highest  appreciation  for  the  service  they  have  rendered  the 
city. 

Messrs.  French  and  Leach  have  given  of  their  time  unsparingly  in 
the  work  of  the  Finance  Committee,  while  Mr.  Foley’s  long  service  in 
the  council  has  been  signalized  by  unselfish  devotion  to  his  duties 
upon  many  committees. 

The  year  has  marked  the  return  of  the  bodies  of  many  of  our 
heroic  dead  who  fell  fighting  tor  their  country  overseas.

The  year  records  the  pasing  of  Everett  S.  Capron,  a public  spirit- 
ed citizen,  and  one  of  the  donors  of  Capron  Park,  who  passed  away 
l\lay  5,  1921,  in  his  89th  year.  . 

The  year  also  marks  the  passing  of  Charles  Phillips,  from  1889  to 
1897  a selectman  of  the  Town  of  Attleborough,  who  passed  away 
December  15,  1921  in  his  90th  year,  and  also  Mark  E.  Rowe,  for  many 
years  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  who  passed  away 
October  20,  1921,  in  his  73rd  year.

'I'ho  iiiiitli  annual  re])ort  of  llie  oj)eration  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hos- 
])ital.  co\erinw-  the  year  lh*21.  submitted  herewith,  together  with  rejxwts 
from  the  Treasurer  and  Hospital  Superintendent. 

Laid)  year  marks  a very  a])preciable  growth  in  the  activities  of  the 
llos])ital.  although  its  facilities,  as  we  have  freipiently  ])ointed  ont,  have 
been  severely  taxed  for  some  years  past. 

Vonr  attention  is  called  to  the  increase  in  all  departments,  as  noted  by 
file  following  compaidsons : 

Seven  hnndred  sixty-three  i)atients  were  admitted  in  11)21.  o() 
more  than  the  7LS  in  1020;  of  these  .")28  were  surgical,  compared  with 
404  in  1020, — 00  medical,  as  against  S8  in  1020. — LIO  obstetrical,  or 
10  more  than  in  1020.  This  de])artment  represents  a growth  of  2.)0% 
over  the  last  five  years.  There  was  also  a very  marked  increase  in  the 
patients  for  N-Ray  work.  .468  having  been  taken  ('are  of  in  this 
department  in  1021,  as  against  277  in  1020.  The  nnmber  of  free 
])atients  last  year  was  04,  and  68  for  the  year  preceding. 

We  can  only  reiterate  with  all  the  emphasis  of  which  we  are  ca])able. 
the  need  of  an  increase  in  onr  plant  and  endowment.  Yon  will  find  from 
the  Treasurer's  re])ort  that  the  operating  expenses  of  the  Hospital  last 
year  were  $47.126.8.),  and  the  receipts  from  patients,  donations,  and  sundry 
items.  $27,464.60.  necessitating  the  transfer  of  $0,700  of  an  income  from 
invested  funds  to  cover  the  expenses.  As  ,our  income  for  the  year  from 
investments  was  only  .$8,144.60,  the  receipts  from  all  sources  were  nearly 
.8l.()00  shoi’t  of  covering  the  operating  e.xpenses  of  the  Hos})ital. 

■We  still  rely  for  substantial  help,  both  in  cash  and  supplies,  upon 
the  Hospital  Aid  Association.  This  organization  contributes  $.')00  for  two 
annual  free  beds,  one  for  women  and  one  for  children,  and  ])aid  out  over 
.81.000  for  supplies  last  year  in  addition  to  sewing  on  nearly  one  thousand 
articles,  such  as  sheets,  pillowslips,  towels,  etc.  \\dthout  this  constant, 
loyal  and  efficient  assistance,  our  deficit  would  lie  very  much  larger,  and 
the  heli>f Illness  of  the  Hospital  greatly  lessened. 

^Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  invite  iiuiuiry  on  the  })art  of  those 
who  may  be  interested  to  help  the  Hos])ital  financially,  either  in  a large 
or  small  way.  and  it  is  especially  gratifying  to  note  that  our  previous  aj)- 
])eals  have  not  been  unheeded.  ^Ve  have  been  informed  that  we  are  to  receive 
a gift  of  .$.'), (UK)  from  the  estate  of  the  late  William  R.  Cobb,  and  inquiries 
from  other  sources  indicate  a growing  interest  in  the  Hospital  needs  and 
appreciation  of  the  service  which  it  is  striving  to  render  to  meet  a dtunand 
that  far  exceeds  the  possibilities  of  our  present  equipment. 
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111  coiichisioii  wo  (losiro  aj>;rtiii  to  oxiiross  our  aiiprooiatioii  of  tlio  do- 
voted  and  loyal  servioe  of  the  Siiporinleiideiit . her  assistants  and  the  nurs- 
ing stair,  lioth  the  local  and  eonsiilting  stall'  of  physicdans  and  surgeons 
eoiitinue  to  nianifest  a keen  interest  and  to  render  eoinjietent  servic'e  in 
eonneetion  with  tiie  various  Hosjiital  aeti\ities,  among  which,  niention 
sliould  he  made  of  the  State  supported  venereal  clinic,  ably  conducted  hy 
our  local  health  officer.

For  the  last  year  the  Hos])ital  has  been  overcrowded  most  of  the  time. 
There  has  been  a constant  demand  for  private  rooms  which  we  are  unable 
to  snj)ply.  At  one  time  the  emergency  room  in  the  basement  was  occupied 
by  two  private  patients  owing  to  the  shortage  of  accommodation  upstairs. 
When  the  PTospital  was  started  in  1013.  it  was  supposed  to  accommodate 
only  14  ])atients — just  now.  without  any  addition  to  the  building,  we  are 
accommodating  20  patients — (not  including  the  obstetrical  department)  by 
])utting  up  one  l)ed,  first  in  one  room  and  then  in  another,  until  we  are  more 
crowded  than  is  really  beneficial  for  the  jiatients. 

Several  patients  have  been  refused  admission  to  the  obstetrical  depart- 
ment during  the  year.  This  department  only  jirovides  six  beds — 150 
obstetrical  patients  were  admitted  bust  year,  the  average  stay  per  patient 
being  15  days,  so  this  amount  of  beds  has  been  occupied  every  day  in  the 
year.

AnotluT  year  has  come  ami  uoiie,  and  the  Board  of  Overseers  are  ex- 
j)ected  to  report  a statement  of  their  stewardship  for  the  year  1021.  At 
the  he»innin»>'  of  the  year  the  organization  of  the  Board  wais  etVected  hy 
(lecting  Mr.  d.  \'.  C’nrran,  Chairman;  iNIrs.  E.  Grace  King,  Clerk,  and 
Dr.  W'.  L.  Elliott,  \'isitor. 

In  conse<iuence  of  the  growth  of  onr  city  in  population,  the  work  of 
the  Overseers  has  also  materially  increased,  and  because  of  business  de- 
pression the  past  year,  the  calls  for  aid  have  been  unusual,  ^Ve  have 
always  listened  to  all  calls  for  aid,  aJid  when  necessity  demanded  liave 
aided,  using  our  best  judgment  as  to  the  needs,  endeavoring  to  he  cautious 
in  the  exi)ending  of  the  city’s  money.  During  the  year  we  have  aided  122 
families  or  528  individuals.  We  have  also  taken  care  of  15  individuals 
either  in  their  own  homes  or  hoarding  with  someone.  We  are  also  hoard- 
ing five  childi'en  in  homes  outside  of  the  City  Home.  W'e  have  three  at  the 
infirmary  in  I’ewkshury. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  our  iMotliers’  Aid  cases  numbered  sixteen. 
Three  cases  have  been  closed  and  five  added  during  the  year,  making  the 
total  to-day  eighteen.  Of  our  Temporary  Aid  casli  <-ases.  we  had  at  the  first  of 
the  year  six,  and  three  have  been  added  making  a total  of  nine.  We  have 
one  Mothers’  Aid  caise  living  in  iMedway,  whose  settlement  is  in  Attleboro. 

Our  appropriation  for  the  year  1921  was  $2r).570.00.  divided  as  follows:

About  the  middle  of  the  year  it  became  evident  that  the  amount  ap- 
propriated for  Outside  Relief  was  far  too  imuhapiate.  The  Board  there- 
fore presented  the  facts  and  we  were  granted  an  additional  a{)))ropriation 
of  $0,000,  making  the  total  appropriation  $11,000  for  Outside  Belief.  In 
Xovendier  we  found  tliat  our  appropriation  for  ^Mothers’  Aid  and  Tem- 
porary Aid  cash  was  also  too  small  and  another  appro])riation  of  $1,700 
for  Mothers’  Aid  and  $200  for  ’Temporary  Aid  Cash  was  given,  making  the 
entire  appro])riation  .$24,407.00.

])COple  in  the  Home  are  receiving  the  best  of  care  and  everything  is  being 
done  for  their  welfare  and  <-omfort.  X"o  special  expenditure  of  money  for 
lepairs  at  the  Home  has  been  made  this  year,  hut  we  feel  that  conditions 
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there  are  good  and  tliere  seems  no  special  need  just  at  the  present  time. 
U'e  have  in  the  Home  sixteen  people  and  one  hoarder.  At  the  beginning 
of  1921  we  had  eleven,  eight  men  and  tliiee  women,  "idiere  has  lieen 
two  deaths  the  past  year.

As  City  Physician,  1 herewitli  snl)mit  niy  report  for  the  year  1021. 

I liave  had  268  consultations  at  my  office,  also  dofi  house  calls;  making 
a total  of  724  cases. 

There  have  been  00  medical,  16  surgical  and  o confinement  cases;  also 
")  police  calls.  Of  all  these,  three  cases  have  been  fatal. 

One  patient  was  sent  to  the  State  Hospital  at  Taunton,  three  were 
sent  to  the  State  Hospital  at  Tewksbury,  and  six  were  sent  to  the  Sturdy 
Memorial  Hospital. 

Twelve  children  have  been  operated  on  for  enlarged  tonsils  aiid 
adenoids. 

There  have  been  three  serious  cases  at  the  City  Home  during  the  year, 
these  lieing  bad  se})ti<‘  infection.  Great  praise  is  due  Mrs.  Hoyle  and  ]\Irs. 
Hagar  for  their  excellent  nursing  and  their  unfailing  kindness.  I made  6"» 
visits  at  the  City  Horne  since  P'eb.  1,  1021. 

This  past  year  has  been  a jrarticularly  busy  one  because  of  the  busi- 
ness depression,  and  the  outlook  for  the  coming  year  is  not  encouraging. 

The  District  Nurses  and  iMiss  Howe,  the  Tuljerculosis  Nurse,  have  co- 
o])erated  most  willingly  with  me  at  all  times,  and  T wish  to  (*ommend  them 
here  for  their  efficiency  and  zeal. 

I have  established  an  emergency  station  at  the  City  Home,  where 
emergency  cases  can  be  treated. 

1 would  recoimmend  that  the  city  establish  an  infirmary  at  the  City 
Home,  or  better,  at  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital.  This  would  be  a very 
valuable  help  to  the  department.

'I'lie  Gaine\vell  Eire  Alarm  System  is  in  use.  and  in  good  working  eon- 
dition.  It  consists  of  the  following  apparatus:  One  Steam  A’bistle,  lo- 

cated at  lbimj)ing  Station,  South  Attleboro;  .‘1  Bells,  one  at  Union  Street 
Station,  one  on  Peck  street,  and  one  on  Hose  4 House.  South  Attleboro, 
d'here  is  also  one  Striker  located  in  church  tower  in  Hebrouville.  There 
are  four  Indicators,  located  as  follows;  One  in  South  ^lain  Street  House, 
one  in  Union  Street  House,  one  at  Hebi’onville,  and  one  at  South  Attleboro. 
There  are  also  22  Tapj)ers.  located  as  follows:  One  in  the  Police  Station. 

21  in  residences  of  members  of  the  Department,  and  factories  where  em- 
ployed. There  are  82  Street  Alarm  Boxes  owned  by  the  city,  and  one 
ju'ivate  box  owned  by  the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Co.  The  Battery 
Room  is  up  to  date,  and  complete  in  every  way;  it  contains  one  storage 
battery,  with  a six  circuit  switchboard  and  rej)eater,  with  all  the  necessary 
tools,  for  keeping  the  system  in  working  order.  There  is  now  in  use  about 
8.~j  miles  of  wire. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Hose  .‘1  and  Hose  2,  have  been 
painted.  Xew  rims  and  tires  ])ut  on  rear  wheels  of  Hose  .’I,  new  tires  put 
on  rear  wheels  of  Ladder  .‘1,  and  a new  Seagraves  ladder  truck  put  into 
commission,  making  the  Department  entirely  motor  driven.

FIRE  PREVENTION. 

Fire  prevention  means  special  care  on  the  part  of  everyone,  by  pre- 
venting the  accumulation  of  waste  paper,  rubbish,  or  any  other  inflam- 
mable material  in  the  cellar  dr  about  the  premises.  Hot  ashes  should 
never  be  thrown  into  a wooden  receptacle.  Care  should  be  taken  regard- 
ing stove  cleaning  cloths,  oil  dust  cloths  and  mops.  They  should  never 
be  allowed  in  a closet  where  they  cause  a fire  by  spontaneous  combustion. 

We  believe  in  the  regular  inspection  of  buildings  by  members  of  the 
Department,  but  as  yet  have  been  unable  to  do  this  without  leaving  the 
apparatus  uncovered.  The  schools  are  inspected  once  a month.

Gentlemen — 

The  annual  scouting  for  the  Gypsy  and  browntail  moths  found  condi- 
tions not-  much  changed  from  the  previous  year  which  seems  to  be  a gen- 
eral infestation. 

Extensive  spraying  was  carried  on  through  the  caterpillar  season, 
especially  along  roadsides  in  the  country. 

Brush  was  cut  and  burned  along  the  roadside  and  low-hanging  branches 
were  trimmed. 

Attention  was  given  mostly  to  dead  branches  in  the  shade  trees, 
although  a consideraI)le  amount  of  other  trimming  was  done. 

I removed  eight  trees  on  school  property,  it  was  also  necessary  to 
remove  other  trees  wdiich  was  the  result  of  changing  street  lines. 

The  recent  ice  storm  broke  a great  many  branches  from  the  trees, 
leaving  ugly  looking  scars  which  will  require  recutting  to  protect  the 
future  welfare  of  our  shade  trees. 

I recommend  that  the  sum  of  $4,850  be  appropriated  and  dived  as 
follows :

all  food  liandlers  in  Attleboro.  Although  an  enormous  task,  we  met  with 
the  very  hearty  co-operation  from  all  and  consider  this  a beneficial  work  in 
Ijehalf  of  the  ])ublic  health. 

The  Venereal  Clinic,  which  was  opened  September,  1918,  is  showing  an 
ever  increasing  amount  of  work,  the  interest  shown  and  the  average  at- 
tendance are  (|uite  gratifying  to  the  Health  Officer. 

Our  Laboratory  work  has  gone  along  this  year  in  a very  business- 
like manner — the  routine  being  so  well  established  as  to  need  very  little 
oiling.  The  supplies  have  been  well  kept  up  and  our  instruments  kept  in 
good  condition. 

Our  Inspection  of  Bakeries  and  Ice  Cream  Plants  has  been  carried  out 
in  a thorough  manner,  and  with  one  ex(‘eption,  we  have  met  with  the 
lieartiest  co-operation. 

I feel  free  to  say  that  there  is  in  the  Common wealtli  no  city  with  a 
cleaner  milk  supply  than  ours,  and  this  is  due  to  our  incessant  inspection 
and  examinations. 

This  is  the  seventh  year  of  tlie  kx-al  Tuberculosis  Dispensary.  The 
detailed  account  of  its  activities  is  included  in  this  report.  The  amount 
of  work  done  weekly  at  this  clinic  averages  anywhere  from  20  to  30  pa- 
tients and  has  now  reached  the  stage  where  a salaried  man  should  have 
( barge  of  the  work.  This  work  is  not  a part  of  the  duties  of  the  Health 
Officer,  nor  is  the  work  of  the  Veneral  Clinic,  but  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  Health  Officer  in  an  effort  to  get  results  from  the  two  clinics. 

The  usual  number  of  nuisances  has  been  lessened  a great  deal  in  the 
jiast  year,  and  the  garbage  work  has  been  better  taken  care  of  than  ever 
before. 

1 am  very  grateful  to  the  physicians  for  their  co-o])eration  and  ]>rompt- 
ness  in  reporting  the  contagious  diseases. 

1 also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  greatly  increased 
amount  of  work  done  for  the  tuberculosis  patients  in  the  city. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Lilly  Company  for  their  time  and  efforts  in 
l.eepang  the  supplies  of  vaccine,  sputum  boxes  and  cups,  widals,  culture 
tubes,  Wasrsermann  tiil>e'S,  in  fact,  all  the  various  sera  furnished  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health  for  the  convenience  of  the  phyvsicians 
and  the  pulWic.

To  Dr.  Rril()]i  1*.  Kent.  Jlealfh  Officer: 

1 hereby  submit  the  soNenth  aMiuuil  report  of  tlie  Tuberculosis  Dis- 
pensary. 

The  tuherculo'is  work  now  under  tlie  supervision  of  the  tfealth  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  Attleboro,  since  ^larch.  11)21,  has  moved  its  head- 
quarters to  the  Sturdy  Hospital  Clinic.  Here  three  waiting  rooms  and  one 
room  for  examinations  are  available. 

The  most  intensive  work  is  being  done  on  pre\entorium  work,  where 
health  standard  is  brought  about  through  defects  being  removed— this  is 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Health  Ofticer. 

I wish  to  mention  some  ])reventoriurn  work  which  has  been  done: 

28  (aises  of  Tonsil  and  A<lenoid  operations  — assisted  by  family 
physicians,

The  home  and  living  conditions  corrected  as  far  as  possible;  to  carry 
out  this  part  of  the  work,  a milk  fund  is  greatly  needed.  A loan  or  sup- 
ply closet  has  l)een  started  for  the  use  of  the  tuberculous  patients. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Attleboro  Sun.  health  letters  were  pub- 
lished daily  for  a short  time. 

Tuberculosis  pamphlets  were  distributed  through  factories  and  placed 
in  pay  envelopes. 

Occupational  Thera])y  taught  at  Bristol  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital 
cne  afternoon  each  week,  to  help  encourage  patients  in  staying  for  sana- 
torium treatment.  Basketry,  raffia  and  crochet  work  were  introduced.

There  is  a jdot  of  ground  the  city  owns  at  the  junction  of  Emory 
and  Park  streets.  This  plot  of  ground  has  never  been  named  or  devel- 
oped to  any  great  extent,  and  the  Park  Commissioners  herewith  request 
that  a suitable  name  he  given  and  would  suggest  that  Angell  I’ark,  in 
honor  of  one  of  our  fallen  heroes,  he  considered,  and  an  appro]>riation 
of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  he  considered  in  their  budget.

The  playi^roniul  at  Uain-oii  Park  was  officially  opeiieil  on  July  4, 
1921,  ami  has  heen  constantly  used  hy  the  hoys  ami  iiirls  of  the  city 
thron.irhont  the  snmnier.  esj^ecially  the  swimming?  ik)o1,  the  new  tennis 
court  ami  the  hasehall  tiehl. 

Dnrinir  the  season  there  was  an  attendance  of  9.214  hoys  and  2,590 
i-'irls.  who  were  under  the  careful  snitervision  of  ]\lr.  Ernest  L.  Wehh 
and  Miss  Alma  Hillman. 

With  the  Itnildinir  of  another  tennis  court  and  the  imjirovement  of 
the  hasehall  diamond,  the  Park  could  accommodate  a i;reat  many  more 
hoys  and  jtirls. 

AVe  wonld  recommend  the  followinj;  improvements: 

All  walks  leadiiiir  to  the  different  idayitronmls  he  marked  with  siitns 
identifyin.i;  each,  and  rules  ijovernin.a:  same:  that  sijtns  he  ])osted  for- 
hiddin.u:  the  ridinir  of  wheels  and  the  drivin.i;  of  antes  within  the  area  of 
the  i)la,uronnd  : also  that  some  sort  of  railinij  he  constructed  on  the  edj;e 
of  the  pool  nearest  the  duck  i^ond.  AVe  wonld  also  snjr,i;est  the  ])nrchase 
of  additional  ida.vjrronnd  eqni]iment,  snch  as  halls,  hats,  and  tennis 
rackets,  and  that  the  dressini;  rooms  of  the  swimminjt  i)ool  he  painted 
and  more  hooks  installed.

Honorable  Sir: 

The  activities  of  the  Recreation  Commissioners  for  the  first  year  have 
not  heen  hnrdensome,  inasmnch  as  very  little  hnsiness  has  heen  trans- 
acted. 

The  greatest  accomplishment  of  the  Commissioners  has  heen  the 
snpervisiiiii  of  the  develo]iment  of  Hayward  Field,  the  municipal  ath- 
letic )»ark  in  North  avenue.  This  work,  while  directed  h.v  a committee 
from  the  Attleboro  Athletic  Association,  was  constantly  under  our 
care,  and  we  feel  that  wonderful  accomidishments  have  heen  achieved. 
Attleboro  has  an  athletic  j)ark  second  to  none  in  the  country,  and  as 
time  .itoes  on,  further  imiu-ovements  will  he  made.  The  sum  of  .$5,000 
was  received  from  the  city,  which  was  added  to  the  jjeneral  fund  sub- 
scribed h.v  jtuhlic-spirited  citizens,  and  the  cit.v  now  owns  a $90,000 
liroposition  of  which  it  imiy  he  duly  i)roud.  The  money  ai)propriated 
hy  the  cit.v  was  used  in  the  jxeneral  fund  exi>ended  for  .uradinjt  the 
held,  erecting;  fence,  jxrandstand  and  bleachers,  i)aintini;  the  i)reinises, 
huildin.u:  steel  to])  to  stand,  and  various  other  improvements. 

AVe  respectfull.v  recommend  the  appro])riation  of  $2,500  for  the 
furtherance  of  our  work  duriip;  the  .vear  1022;  hve  or  six  hundred 
dollars  of  which  is  to  he  used  for  ini])rovements  of  the  Eiidau-.i;  Ihirk.

Til  accordimeo  witli  C’hapter  494  of  ^Massaclmsetts  Statutes,  the 
Attleboro  City  19aiiinii.it  Board  herewith  suliiiiits  its  sixth  annual  reporr. 

AVe  have  held  several  meetiii.irs  dnriii,it  the  year,  disenssiiijr  a .itreat 
many  iiii]iortant  matters  pertainiii.ir  to  the  welfare  of  Attleboro,  some 
of  which  have  already  heeii  adopted,  and  others  are  under  discussion  in 
the  (’ouncil.  In  this,  our  annual  report,  we  make  the  followiii.tt  recom- 
mendations : 

No.  1.  Zoning. 

We  a.itain  rec'ommend  that  the  t-ity  make  a survey  with  the 
object  of  estalilishiii.ir  zonin,it  laws.  In  order  to  do  that,  there  must  he 
gathered  sutticient  data  as  to  the  existin.g  conditions,  and  some  start 
should  he  made  in  1922.  The  Idanniii.g  Board  had  Mr.  Arthur  (\ 
('omey.  a consultant  on  (Mty  I’lanniiig.  and  a very  able  man,  look  over 
the  city  and  advi.se  us  as  to  the  jiroper  method  of  .goin.g  about  this 
matter,  and  we  herewith  enclose  a copy  of  his  report  for  your  consid- 
eration. 

No.  2.  City  Survey. 

We  recommend  that  the  Council  authorize  the  ilrawing  of  a set  of 
maps  ,givin,g  a survey  of  Attleboro  in  detail,  as  there  are  none  at  iire.s- 
ent.  These  maps  would  help  a great  deal  in  the  estahlishment  of  a 
zonin.g  system.  As  we  understand  it.  there  hasn't  been  any  new  map 
made  of  Attleboro  since  1894.  AVe  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact,  that  by  making  a set  of  impis.  the  city  will  he  more  than  recom- 
pensed  as  regards  to  taxation.  A great  many  areas  of  land  to-day  are 
taxed  simply  by  guess^vork.  as  there  is  no  method  of  knowing  exactly  the 
size  of  the  pro]terty.  Money  sjient  now  on  ]tlans.  is  money  saved  and 
money  earned  in  the  near  future,  through  the  conservation  and  enhance- 
ment of  real  values.  If  the  city  would  make  a start  in  drawin.g  a set 
of  mails,  and  apiu'opriate  a substantial  sum  every  year  until  it  is  tiii- 
ished,  it  would  save  many  times  over  that  amount  in  the  near  future. 

No.  3.  South  Main  Street. 

AA>  again  recommend  that  South  Alain  Street  he  widened  on  the 
west  side  from  Bark  Street  to  Alill  Street,  .so  that  it  will  he  a]»proxi- 
niately  do  feet  from  curb  to  curb,  instead  of  27  feet  as  now  laid  out. 

As  the  city  now  owns  a part  of  the  land  called  for  in  these  im- 
jirovements,  and  as  most  of  the  land  is  unoccupied,  this  projiosition 
should  start  liefore  buildings  are  erected  on  the  land  needed. 
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No.  4,  Comfort  Station. 

Everyone  admits  the  necessity  of  a Uomfort  Station,  and  that  it  ho 
centrally  located.  We  recoinmond  that  the  city  hire  two  nmins  in  the 
Interstate  Elei-tric  Uoini»any*s  waitini;  room,  which  are  available  at  the 
l»resent  time  for  this  purpose,  and  can  he  titteil  out  at  a moderate  (*ost. 
This  is  a public  need,  which  should  not  lonirer  he  delayed. 

No.  5.  Billboards. 

We  recommend  that  the  new  reuulations  for  billboards,  submitted 
by  the  Planninit  Hoard,  be  adopted  and  pas.sed.  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Attorney  (leneral.  of  the  ('omnionwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Planniiiit  Board  has  secured  i)etitions  from  the  citizens  of  Attle- 
boro for  the  abolishment  of  billbo.ards  in  the  city,  as  follows: 

(’orner  of  Emery  and  Mowry  Streets. 

('orner  of  Mowry  and  Torrey  Streets. 

Pleasant  Street,  next  to  the  Taunton  branch  arch. 

Union  Street,  next  to  the  Attleboro  Retinin.e:  Uompany. 

We  ask  that  your  Honorable  liody  recommend  to  the  State  Board 
of  Ili.ithways.  that  a license  be  not  .uranted  for  the  continuation  of  the 
above-mentioned  billboards. 

No.  6.  Board  of  Survey. 

We  aitain  recommend  that  the  Uouncil  appoint  a Board  of  Survey, 
in  accordance  with  provisions  of  (Tiapter  11)0  of  the  Acts  of  11)10.  AVe 
are  reptsatiiru'  our  recommemhition  for  a Board  of  Survey,  with  prac- 
tically the  same  wordin.ir.  that  is  as  follows:  “The  function  of  a 

Board  of  Survey  are  to  supervi.se  the  layiiujc  out  and  construction  of 
new  streets,  so  as  to  i)roi)erly  plan  tV)r  future  itrowth  and  development. 
There  have  btH^n  <-ertain  streets  laid  out  iu  some  sections  of  this  city, 
which  would  not  have  been  laid  out  in  such  a way  if  the  Board  of 
Survey  had  supervision  over  them.  If  the  city  is  to  ex])and  and  f;row  iu 
the  ri'jht  dir(‘ction.  and  look  out  for  the  future  home  builder,  a Board 
of  Survey  can  and  will  do  a itreat  deal  toward  accomidishiui;  this  end.” 

We  exjtress  our  ai>]»reciation  of  the  action  of  the  Uity  Uouncil  in 
ad()]itiny  some  of  our  recommendations  of  last  year,  particularly  the 
buildiiui'  of  bridites  on  iMecdianics  Street.. 

We  recommend  the  usual  aiipropriation  of  .$100  for  the  comin.u'  year. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Mayor,  the  Council,  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment. and  the  Press,  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  us  duriiiii:  the 
past  year.

CJentlemen  : 

1 have  the  honor  to  snhinit  hei-ewith  the  animal  report  of  the  work 
of  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  endins^  Decemher  81.  1921.  with 
recoininendation.s  and  estimates  of  reipiirements  for  the  year  1922. 

Onr  motor  eipiipment  consists  of  a (’adillae  ( ’omhinatimi  Patrol  an  1 
Amhnlance.  f'adillac  Tonrinj;  ('ar.  three  Ilarley-Davidson  motorcycles, 
one  with  sidecar.  Patrol  wa.iion  and  tonrin.ij  car  are  in  need  of  over- 
hanlintr  to  he  in  tirst  class  rnnninir  order.  All  have  ixiven  excellent  ser- 
vice and  jnstities  the  wisdom  of  hnyiiii;  first  class  e(pii]»ment.  Onr  rei;- 
nlar  jiolice  e<inipment  is  the  best  and  of  the  latest  pattern.  This  eipiijt- 
ment  was  added  to  hy  the  purchase  of  three  riot  ,mms.  also  a iiowerfnl 
searchlii;ht  which  can  he  carried  easily  hy  one  man. 

The  Police  Department  has  been  subjected  to  unmerited  criticism 
for  not  respondin.a:  quickly  to  calls,  esiiecially  in  cases  of  emer.^ency. 
The  <-ars  are  kept  at  the  Oity  Barn  about  one  thousand  feet  from  the 
police  station  and  it  takes  considerable  maneouverin.a:  to  run  them  out 
without  smashini;  into  other  cars.  This  could  be  easily  remedied  and  I 
do  not  understand  why  it  is  not  .iiiven  the  consideration  which  it  merits. 

1 have  reiieatedly  urj^ed  that  action  be  taken  to  jn-ovide  better 
facilities  for  the  de])artment  in  this  res])ect  and  take  this  oi»portunity  to 
a.yain  brim'  it  to  the  attention  of  the  Douncil.  I recommend  that  the 
oldest  of  the  three  niotorcych^s  be  tuiaied  in  and  a]>]ilied  to  the  ])urchase 
of  a new  one.  It  would  seem  advisable  to  do  this  rather  than  spend  a 
lai-ye  amount  to  overhaul  and  keep  it  in  ])roper  runnin.a:  order. 

It  has  been  my  desire  for  some  time  to  have  a photoi'raph  outfit 
and  tinjxei'  print  system  installed  which  wouhl  also  combine  a modus 
ojK^randi  of  crime.  This  would  facilitate  the  investiitation  of  crimes 
and  increase  the  itercenta.ue  of  ca])tures  of  offenders.  The  need  of  these 
systems  in  small  cities  becomes  more  apparent  each  year  in  order  to 
properly  co-oj»erate  with  larger  dei)artments  which  have  established 
systems  and  are  called  ui>on  to  assist  in  the  capture  of  i)ersons  wanted. 
Requests  are  made  for  ]>hotos  or  prints  of  i)ersons  wanted  which  we  are 
nnalile  to  furnish.  There  are  other  instances  of  crimes  committed  in  our 
city  limits,  the  perjteti-ators  of  which  have  not  been  apprehended,  due 
to  the  lack  of  proi>er  e(piiimient  anil  a trained  official  in  that  particular 
line.  Once  established  the  cost  of  maintenance  would  be  relatively 
small.  I recommeml  that  a sufficient  sum  be  ai»])ro])riated  to  install 
this  system. 

To  install  a iK)lice  signal  system  at  this  time  would  mean  the 
expenditure  of  several  thousand  dollars  and  in  all  probability  would  not 
be  considered  under  present  conditions,  yet  it  is  as  necessary  a part  of 
the  police  e(]ui})ment  as  it  is  that  of  a lire  department.  Some  means  of 
telephone  connection  with  the  Station  should  Ite  maintained  at  dif- 
ferent points  on  the  officers'  rcmtes  with  a checking  system  at  iin])ort- 
ant  points.  I recommend  this  for  your  favorable  consideration. 

T recommend  doing  away  with  the  i>resent  dummy  traffic  signs 
which  we  Imve  at  intersecting  streets  and  other  places,  and  if  we  must 
have  them,  to  replace  them  with  i>ermanent  ones  lighted  by  electricity. 
Of  the  fifteen  originally  purchased  there  now  remains  three  in  a very 
dila)»idated  condition  and  not  a credit  to  our  city.  1 recommend  the 
apjiointment  of  two  additional  permanent  patrolmen,  one  for  Ilebron- 
ville  and  Dodgeville,  the  other  for  South  Attleboro,  For  the  main- 
tenance of  the  I’olice  Department  during  1922  I ask  that  the  snm  of 
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5)^or).2in .2")  he  appropriated,  ’’i’his  does  not  include  new  eciuipinent  or 
additional  permanent  j)atrolinen  ask(‘d  for.

To  the  Manor  and  Council  of  the  Citi/  of  Attleboro: 

(ipJNTLEMEN  : 

The  library  year  of  1921  has  heen  one  of  more  settled  conilitions 
than  for  sevend  years  past.  The  staff  has  seen  fewer  chanun^s.  and  the 
varions  hranches  at  I )od,t>eville.  Ileln-onville.  and  tiu‘  lliLrli  School  are 
showing?  the  results  of  faithful  and  intelli.uent  work. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  heen  nnfortnnate  (Inrint;  1921.  The 
President.  Mr.  J.  L.  Sweet,  has  heen  ohli.ired  to  he  ahstmt  the  whale  y(‘ai’ 
on  account  of  ill  health.  Mr.  Leonard  Lamh.  who  has,  for  sevei’al  years, 
filled  the  office  of  ('lerk  most  acceptably,  was  obliged  to  resi.ttn  when 
elected  to  the  Mnnicipal  Ponncil ; and  hy  the  death  of  Mr.  Mark  E. 
Bowe.  the  Board  lost  a most  devoted  and  helpful  memher.  It  is  for- 
tunate, however,  in  the  appointment  of  iNIr.  William  Kiiii;  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  hy  the  resiiniation  of  Dr.  Holden. 

In  Aniinst.  it  was  fonnd  that,  in  order  to  meet  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  Library,  an  extra  appropriation  of  Si. 090  must  he  asked. 
Of  this,  ii5800  was  reiiuired  for  hooks,  upon  the  number  and  iiuality  of 
whi(di  the  value  of  any  library  dejiends  to  a lar.ite  extent,  while  the  cost 
|;er  volume  has  increased  alarmin.uly  durins;  the  i>ast  few  years;  the 
remaining  $200  was  for  hindins'.  The  Eouncil  saw  the  need  and  made 
the  extra  approi)riation.  It  also  allowed  $2.“0  to  he  transferred  from 
the  Enel  and  Lii^ht  Account  to  the  Incidental  Account.  Our  total  aj)- 
l»ropriation  for  1921  was,  therefore.  $12,()00. 

Eor  the  comin.it  year,  the  Board  finds  that,  in  order  even  to  main- 
tain the  same  standard  of  efficiency  and  to  satisfy  the  reasonable  ex 
P'ectations  of  its  paitrons,  it  will  he  necessary  to  recommeml  an  increase 
of  $1,900  over  the  1921  ai»propriati(»n. 

^^'ith  a total  of  2.*>.(5M4  volumes  in  the  Library,  and  with  a circu- 
lation of  ID.OOl  volumes,  it  can  readily  he  seen  that  the  wear  and  tear 
on  the  liooks  is  very  heavy. 

A lariter  expenditure  on  the  huildin.ij:  is  necessitated  hy  the  ur.ir^^nt 
need  for  repairs  on  the  roof,  which  will  call  for  $400.  and  for  the 
floor  in  the  ('hildren's  Kooin,  $100. 

The  Board  urines  that  the  annual  rei)ort  of  the  Lii»rarian  he  most 
carefully  read,  jiml  that  the  table  showinir  the  contrast  between  Attle- 
boro. past  and  present,  in  amount  of  work  accomplished  and  the  propor- 
tioiuil  cost  of  that  work  receives  the  most  thoimhtful  consideration.  If 
the  ti'emendous  .urowth  indicate!!  hy  these  statistics  continues,  the  re- 
<piested  ai»iu-opriation  of  $14.b00  will  h»e  an  irreducible  minimum:  if, 
contrary  to  liope  and  ('X|  ectation,  there  is  no  advance  in  the  circula- 
tion. the  money  ^^(»uld  still  he  .greatly  needed  for  imi>rovenient  alon^ 
many  lines,  which  under  the  present  riijid  economy,  is  impossil.de. 

44iat  the  c-itizens  of  Attlel»oro  realize  and  appreciate  the  work  that 
the  Libi-ary  is  doinu'  under  the  efficient  liuidance  of  IMrs.  Spolford  is 
evidenced  by  the  number  of  Ijcipiests  and  other  ixifts  made  to  it  durin'r 
the  ye.ar.  (Eor  details,  see  Lilu-arian's  and  Treasui-er's  rejuirts.)  Eor 
these,  the  Trustees  are  deeply  yuateful.  as  they  are  enabled  thereby  to 
make  the  Lil)i-ary  of  more  value  t(»  its  patrons  than  would  otherwise  he 
p{»ssible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


Vo  ///(•  'i'riistrcs  of  the  Attleboro  l*nJ)lie  Librarii: 

I have  the  honor  to  snljinit  tlu‘  animal  report  for  the  year  endiiiii: 
Deceinher  ol.  1021.  This  re|)ort.  like  its  i»reileeessors,  is  one  of  steady 
jirowth.  The  Library  has  .irone  on  tryinii:  to  intensify  its  work  and 
endeavoriipr  to  meet  tlie  ever  increasinii:  demands  upon  it.  As  a demo- 
cratie  institution  it  1ms  aimed  to  serve  imiiartially  all  elements  in  the 
(•ommnnity. 

iSIany  of  the  expenditures  of  the  year  have  lieen  affected  hy  the 
hiiih  ])rices  which  are  still  everywhere  apparent.  These  jirices  have 
been  noticed  particularly  in  the  cost  of  hooks,  hiiidinir.  and  supplies. 
A much  needed  increase  was  made  in  salaries.  Even  on  the  present 
basis  it  is  imposihle  to  attract  to  Attleboro  persons  of  trainiiii?  and 
ability,  and  to  keep  those  already  enjjased  in  the  work  haiipy  and  con- 
tented. ddie  new  hudj^et  will  need  to  include  a reipiest  for  an  amount 
for  further  advances  in  salary,  increased  hook,  bindery  and  biiildin.it 
expenditures.  It  is  inevitable  that  if  hooks  are  used  as  onrs  have  been 
that  bindin.it  bills  will  mount  np.  All  books  which  receive  steady  use 
arrive  at  the  i)oint  where  they  must  be  i)iit  in  new  covers  if  they  are  to 
circulate  lon.iter.  With  a lariter  mse  of  the  Library  an  increased  nnml)er 
of  hooks  have  to  he  rel)onnd  or  replaced.  It  is  only  a library  with  a 
small  circulation  that  can  keej)  its  bindery  hills  at  the  minimum.  The 
library  must  have  books,  which  are  its  most  essential  tools. 

The  cost  of  administerin.it  the  Library  durin.a:  the  year  to  come 
will  be  no  le.ss.  The  very  fact  that  it  has  been  used  so  much  and  shows 
the  lar.itest  circulation  in  its  history  only  emphasizes  the  need  of  a .mui- 
erous  appropriation  to  meet  its  le,i;itiniate  expenses,  and  to  make  it  pos- 
sible for  it  to  do  more  and  better  work  in  the  city. 

With  an  adequate  stafl'.  ]»lenty  of  hooks,  money  for  advertisin.ij.  pub- 
licity. and  extension  work,  we  would  he  better  e(iuipped  to  serve  those 
who  think  thinjjs  and  the  men  and  women  who  make  thin.its  and  do 
thin.ii's.  Then  may  come  the  realization  of  the  Librarian’s  vision  of  a 
community  in  which  every  member  uses  the  Public  Idhrary. 

How  Much  is  the  Library  Used? 

What  Does  it  Cost  to  Run  the  Library? 

The  .growth  in  the  use  of  the  Library  sinri'  it  was  first  sup]*orteil 
by  the  town  and  then  by  the  city  is  very  interestin.u'.  The  division  of 
the  town  took  place  in  the  summer  of  the  year  1SS7.  and  the  new  town 
of  Attleboro  at  its  first  annual  meetin.i;  in  ApiMl,  1SSS,  voted  to  make  an 
appropriation  of  $tJ00  to  supi)ort  the  library  on  condition  that  tlu‘ 
Library  Association  suriamder  its  pro])erty  to  the  town.  ''I’ln'  property 
ti’ansferred  amounted  in  value  to  more  than  $2.SOO  and  IncludcMl  2.r*00 
books.  That  the  money  spent  for  the  library  has  hetm  nioia^  than  justi- 
lied  is  shown  hy  the  followiii.c:  table:

The  hooks  in  foreii:ii  Inii.uiiniies  Inive*  circulated  to  a lar.uer  extent 
than  ever  before.  Ther(‘  has  been  a call  for  books  in  French,  Italian, 
S^Yedish.  Portn.u'nese  and  (Jerinan. 

Libraries  in  the  Portn.unese,  Italian  and  Swedish  lanirnaires  were 
borrowed  from  the  ]NIassa(dinsetts  Free  Library  ( 'ominission.  to  snpple- 
ment  onr  all  too  small  collection,  or  as.  in  the  case  of  the  Portu‘.rnese 
books,  in  order  to  see  if  they  wonld  be  used  enonuh  to  warrant  the  ex- 
])enditnre  of  library  money  for  smdi  a collection. 

The  teacdiers  of  the  day  and  evening  schools  have  heli)eil  to  adver- 
tise their  presence  in  the  library,  and  thns  bronydit  joy  to  th(‘  hearts  of 
those  who  read  bnt  little  Fn.ulish  and  are  .ulad  to  see  a.Ltain  hooks  in 
their  own  ton.une. 

The  lilirary  can  interest  this  uroii])  of  readers  somewhat  in  books 
written  in  Fniiiish.  It  is  to  the  foreiiiii-born  of  s(dio(d  a^e  that  we  look 
to  become  the  real  users  of  the  library  and  to  such,  the  library  en- 
deavors to  emphasize  the  desirability  of  a common  laiiijua,ite. 

This  year  the  library  has  circulated  the  larirest  number  of  books 
in  its  history.  The  total  circnlation.  llh.bbb.  whi<di  is  ol.dhd  more  than 
last  year.  Fvery  month  showed,  a larger  circnl.ation  than  the  corre- 
spondiipu'  month  of  last  year.  The  larymst  monthly  issue  was  for  the 
month  of  Mandi,  when  the  circnlation  was  lt>.4t>P.  a .u'ain  of  2,dT2  over 
the  largest  month  of  11)20.  The  smallest  issue  was  for  th(‘  month  of 
September,  dnrinu'  which  the  circnlation  was  7,10:>.  a iraiii  of  2.018  over 
the  smallest  month  of  1020.  The  larii'est  issue  for  a siic-ile  day  was 
Jannaiy  lo — 822,  while  onr  larymst  day  for  1020  was  OMO.  a eain  {)f  102. 
The  avera.iie  daily  circulation  amounted  to  200. 

There  are  no  statistics  that  itive  an  adeipiate  idea  of  the  reference 
work.  Its  success  dei)ends  primarily  upon  the  resources  of  the  library. 
All  available  source's  of  information  are  called  to  meet  the  ever  in- 
cieasin:;  demands. 

Size  and  Growth. 

One  thousand  oiu'  hun- 
dred and  nine  vedumes  were  discarded,  leaviiiir  a net  jrain  of  078  vol- 
umes. ( )f  the  1.787  volumes  added,  8,84  were  new  titles.  111  ,u:ifts,  110 
by  bindin.tr  material  not  otherwise  counted,  and  the  remainder,  dupli- 
cates and  replacements. 
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Tlu*re  niv  in  tlu‘  librnry  2o.r>4r)  volumes;  of  this  iiiimlter.  2.1  Ul) 
volumes  uie  reference  liooks,  lejiviui;  21,47b  books  for  circiibitiou.  Then* 
lire  on  deposit  ut  tin*  v.-jrious  aifencies.  Ilii^h  School,  I )od;;eville,  lI(*brou- 
ville.  and  the  (Jrade  Schools.  I,b47  books.  This  leaves  only  19. S2!)  books 
at  the  ('eutral  Library  for  home  u.se.  With  the  lowest  circulation  in 
one  month.  7.192.  it  sh()ws  that  our  demand  is  very  heavy  for  our  sui)i)ly.

Tin*  ('hildren’s  Room  has  shown  the  same  ,i;eneral  increase  in  cir- 
culation that  is  noticeable  elsewhere.  Direct  circulation  from  the  room 
was  22.442  with  an  issue  through  the  branches  and  schools  of  (>,97.2. 
In  1920.  the  direct  circulation  was  24.219.  ami  thi’ouiih  the  othei’  agen- 
cies, (),S27. 

4’eachers  have  borrowed  from  this  room  for  class  room  use.  on  their 
“Teacher's  ('arils."  1 202  volumes,  and  91S  have  been  sent  on  deposit 
to  the  various  scln;olrooms.  These  91S  books  have  had  a circulation  of 
2.S,S0.  At  tin*  request  of  teachers,  lists,  for  book  reports,  oral  Kn.itlish, 
and  home  r('adin>^  have  been  compiled. 

The  reference  work  has  covered  a wide  ranjre  of  sul».i(‘cts.  and  are 
often  so  detailed  that  they  (‘all  for  careful  seandi  in  reference  books  and 
ma^m/dne  material.  Rooks  have  been  reserved  for  special  classes  on

Imt  her  jrreatest  functions  are 
to  inspire  the  readin.it  habit. 

A few  (dioice  bo(d<s  hav(*  been  added  to  the  “(lift  ( ’ollection,"  or 
what  has  been  characterized  as  the  “(’lean  Hand  Collection."  A steadily 
incr(*asin^  nundier  of  appreciative  children  read  and  enjoy  them. 

Maitazines  are  circulated  until  they  are  worn  out.  The  “Boy 
Scout  Magazine"  and  the  “Open  Road”  are  favorites  with  the  boys, 
while  the  .ttirl  scout  ma.uazine,  the  “American  (lirl,"  is  just  as  popular 
with  the  ^irls. 

A number  of  (dian,aes  have  been  made  in  tin*  room  durin.i;  the  year. 
The  added  shelvinit  was  completed  in  .Inly,  thus  relievini;  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  shelves.  The  delivery  desk  has  been  placed  in  such  a 
position  that  it  ^idves  the  assistant  at  the  desk  a full  command  of  the 
room,  and  adds  mindi  to  its  attractiveness. 

Telephone  connections  with  the  upstairs  desk  relieves  much  itoins 
up  and  down  stairs,  and  also  enables  iiuicker  service.

The  lli.Ldi  Si-hool  Branch,  under  the  care  of  Miss  ^Mar.iraret  Brewer, 
is  becomin.ir  the  heart  of  the  Hi.irh  School,  and  the  attendance  and  cir- 
culation slnnvs  increased  appreciation  of  the  Liln’ary  as  a part  of  the 
high  school  life. 

]\Iiss  Brewer  states: 

Although  our  High  School  library  has  not  increased  in  size  this 
year,  it  has  grown  in  usefulness  as  indicated  by  the  following  circula- 
tion. The  figures  given  date  back  to  the  beginning  of  the  High  School 
IJbrary :

If  these  tigures  w(*re  analyzeil  there  would  be  many  interesting 
facts  brought  to  light,  for  instance,  in  the  1921  circulatioir of  the  total, 
4.717 — 8.087  of  these  books  were  non-tiction,  and  only  1,0,80  tiction. 
This  is  due  to  the  increasing  use  of  the  library  by  teachers  for  class  and 
reference  work.  Another  interestin.g  thing  is  the  growing  use  of  maga- 
zines and  jieriodicals.  Last  year  there  wei-e  10  magazines  circulated 
during  the  entire  year,  in  1921  there  have  been  207  magazines  circulated. 

Among  othei'  things  accomplished  was  the  comitletion  of  the  course 
in  librjiry  instruction  given  to  the  Freshmen,  which  was  be.gun  in  1920. 
This  coming  .vear  it  is  ho])ed  to  increase  the  number  of  these  lessons. 

r.ast  ]May.  through  the  X>w  England  Association  of  8(diool  liibraries 
we  l)orrowed  an  exhil)it  of  school  and  college  material,  whicdi  we  had  in 
the  school  librjjry  for  two  weeks  and  was  much  enjoyed  by  the  i)ui»ils. 

There  has  been  sidendid  co-oiteration  from  the  various  departments 
of  the  .s<diool  during  the  year. 

The  Library  X'otes  in  the  ‘‘Blu<‘  Owl.”  with  the  department  editor 
on  the  staff  seems  to  have  found  a iiermanent  ]»lace. 

The  Oonimercial  Department  has  always  been  ready  to  ty])e  book 
lists  and  other  work  of  the  kind. 

The  Manual  Training  Deiiartment  has  more  than  jiroved  itself  a 
friend  by  putting  a very  useful  set  of  shelves  in  the  lil)rary  (doset,  and 
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is  now  workin.i;  on  n liook-slu'lf.  :i  copy  of  tin'  Thonnis  liniloy  Aldrich 
“8tory  <>f  a Knd  lioy”  bookcase. 

The  Drawini^  r)(*i)artinent  has  nnnh'  s(‘veral  i;oo(l  lookinir  ))osters 
and  siiJtns  dnrin.u:  the  year,  and  the  Spanish  Ulub  contributed  money 
towards  a S])anish  newspapei-  for  the  library. 

'file  principal  and  tlu‘  teaclu'rs  have  all  shown  a splendid  s]»irit 
of  co-opi'ration  and  onr  increasini;  ns('fnlin'ss  in  tlu‘  school  is  in  larj;(‘ 
tiart  dne  to  this. 

The  need  foi-  an  apjiropriation  ('V(‘r  incr(‘as(‘s.  as  this  yc'ar  w(‘  have 
been  able  to  add  ten  books  to  onr  libi-ary.  (‘iixht  of  these  beini;  bontrht 
from  tin'  r('inains  of  the  1020  class  udft  fund,  and  tin*  two  others  w(*re 
trifts. 

Tin'  ('ommittef'  on  Librai-y  ( iritanization  and  I'hpiipment  of  the 
National  Udncation  Association  have  s('t  down  live  items  as  essential  to 
a well  developed  hiirli  school  library.  (1.)  Appropriate  honsinij  and 
eqnipnu'iit.  (2.)  Urofi'ssionally  traiin'd  librarians.  (2.)  Scientific 
service  in  the  selection  and  care  of  books  and  ])rint(‘d  mateidal.  and  the 
pro])er  classification  and  catalo.uin.u’  of  this  material.  (4.)  Instruc- 
tion in  the  use  of  books  and  libaries.  ( b. ) Ade«iuate  annual  apj>ropria- 
tion  for  the  salaries  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  libi-ary,  for  the 
purchase  of  books,  for  su])plies.  and  for  .ueneral  n]>keep. 

We  have  the  appropriate  house',  a professionally  traiiu'd  librarian, 
proi)er  care  of  books,  instruction  in  the  mse  of  books,  but  we  have  no 
apitro])riation  for  the  ])urchase  of  books,  supidies.  or  for  th('  treneral 
npkeei). 

If  we  ai'e  to  ke'ep  the  pn'se'iit  liiirh  standards  of  the  libi-ary,  there 
must  be  funds  for  maintenance,  funds  sufficient  for  additional  books  and 
periodicals,  bindin.a:.  re'jtair  and  replacement  of  worn-out  books. 

For  books  alone'  a minimum  of  fifty  e-ents  each  term  ]>er  student  is 
ne'e'de'd.  Ne>t  less  than  $40  a ye'ar  for  ma.^azines  is  neaaled.  even  in  a 
small  hii:h  se-hool. 


Publicity  and  Special  Service, 

The  annual  exhibition  of  e-hildren's  beioks  which  b('”:an  the  see-ond 
we'ek  in  November,  and  continued  for  threee  weeks  was  attended  by  an 
ine-reasing  number  of  aelults.  At  that  time  we  elistribnted  the  “Book- 
shelf fell-  Beiys  and  (Jirls”  and  a short  list  eif  “Uhildren's  Bexiks  for 
Uhristmas  presents.”  As  a result  of  our  efforts  the  librarian  was  con- 
sulted many  times  both  by  tele])hone  and  in  iierson  as  to  the  books  suit- 
able for  (’hristmas  ])urchase. 

4"he  visit  of  a seventh  ,irrad('  from  one  of  the  schools  not  easily  ac- 
cessible to  the  library  jiroved  an  event  in  the  lives  of  the  children.  Their 
visit  was  made  the  subject  of  an  En.iilish  lesson.  As  a result  the 
librarian  received  many  notes  liracefully  written,  that  showed  that  tlu'y 
were  fully  conscious  of  all  that  was  <lone  for  them. 

One  of  the  mbst  appreciative  jironps  of  visitors  was  a class  of 
foreiiiii-born  men  from  the  evenini;  school  with  their  teacher,  i\Ir.  Irvin 
Studley.  The  regular  lesson  was  tauirht  at  the  usual  hour  in  the  Trus- 
tees’ room.  After  the  closini;  of  the  library  they  were  shown  the  library 
bnihliiii;. 

Airain  the  library  is  very  much  indebted  to  the  Attleboro  Sini  for 
the  many  book  lists,  notices,  and  tellinix  editorials  which  IiaA’e  been 
pi-inted  and  have  been  written  in  its  behalf. 
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Lists  of  books  on  ‘‘Vocations"  wore  distrilmtcd  to  pupils  before  the 
closing;:  of  school.  Flyers  containinji'  a picture  of  the  library  and  an 
iiapiiry  as  to  where  one  was  to  spend  his  vacation,  annonneed  the  eon- 
1 innation  of  onr  snninier  vacation  privih'.m*. 

A selective  list  on  "Modeiai  American  Poets"  was  comi»ihMl  and  dis- 
trilmted  at  a lecture  liiven  by  the  poet,  Edwin  Markham. 

S|»ecial  etfort  has  lunm  made  to  collect  any  and  all  material  bearint' 
on  the  history  of  Attleboro.  As  a resnlt,  several  old  pai>ers.  cataloiis, 
and  proiirams  have  been  i^iven  to  the  Library. 

Ltil)rary  Hall  has  been  nsed  by  the  followini;  aroni)s:  Hospital 

Aid.  Attlel)oro  (’oinmnnity  Fellowship  ('abinet.  Danii’hters  of  the  Amer- 
ican Kevolntion  for  their  i>rize  t‘ssay  contest,  and  the  Xorth  Purchase 
rinl*. 

'nie  Library  Hall  is  an  attractive  and  well  e(pdpped  room,  and 
shonld  li(‘  nsed  more  by  the  various  rei»resentative  .u'ronps  of  Attleboro. 
While  the  Ldbrary  cannot  stand  for  individual  or  corporate  expres- 
sions of  op'ini(»n,  it  wonld  be  ulad  to  have  those  associations  which  are 
tMiixaued  in  educational  welfare  or  civic*  work,  use  it.

'I'ln*  year  has  l)een  nnnsnally  free  from  clianae  and  sickin‘ss  amomz 
the  staff  members.  This  was  most  fortunate  as  onr  incre;ised  circnla- 
tion  made  it  imperative  that  everv  ]>erson  be  at  her  i>ost  ev(*ry  day  ami 
all  day. 

The  need  of  an  additional  well-tra imMl,  fnll-time  assistant  is  vi‘ry 
mnch  felt.  The  service  wonld  be  mnch  iin])roved  as  f(*wer  hours  wonld 
be  reipiired  from  part-tinu*  workers,  who.  at  best,  have  only  a set*- 
ondary  interest  in  libi'ary  work. 

When  the  present  library  bnildinir  was  ojiened  in  X(»vt*mber.  IbOT. 
the  staff  then  consisted  of  a librarian,  three  assistants,  and  one  part- 
time  woi-ker.  At  that  time  there  were  no  Rranclu‘s  and  the  Children’s 
Itoom  was  a ]»art  of  what  is  now  the  main  readin.u’  room.  The  circnla- 
tion  has  incr(*ased  more*  than  fonr  tiim*s.  we  maintain  fonrtc'cn  au'en- 
cies.  consistin.ir  of  the  Central  Library,  three  Rranches  and  deposits  to 
the  school  bnildin.us  too  remot(*  for  tlu*  childrc'ii  to  use  the  library,  and 
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:i  ( 'liildi-tMi’s  Room  that  re(|uir(*s  all  the  tiuu'  of  oiio  assistant  and  on 
Imsy  afternoons  the  time  of  two  assistants.  Tin*  staff  consists  of  the 
Lil)rarian.  three  assistants.  thi'('(‘  i)art-tinie  workm's.  who  are  enii)loy(‘d 
oidy  at  rush  hours,  and  a Iliiirh  School  Lihrarian.  who  is  at  tlu‘  Pnhlic 
Library  only  about  sixteen  hours  a week  dnrimi'  tin'  school  y(‘ar  and 
durinji’  the  school  vacation  has  four  weeks  vacation.  Thus  with  the 
many  activities  and  increased  volume  of  work  w('  liavi'  added  only  half 
the  time  of  one  trained  lihrarian  and  some  ('xtra  tinu'  from  part-time 
workers.

We  b(*lieve  yonr  Liltrarian  and  ]>ook  (’ommitt(*e  use  V(*i\v  .itood  .pnlir- 
nn*nt  in  selectinu'  tin*  books  that  ar(*  placed  in  tin*  Libi-ary  and  they 
try  as  far  as  possible  to  meet  tin*  jniblic  demand.  Books  have  :in- 
ci’eas(*d  .ureatly  in  price,  and  as  yet  no  reduction  has  b-een  forthcoming^, 
^'oiir  Trustees  fe(*l  that  $2.o00  is  as  small  an  amount  as  they  can  pos- 
sil)ly  ask  for  the  comin.u’  yeai*. 

Bnildin.U'.  Your  4'rnst(*es  lind  that  sonn*  in*c(*ssary  re])airs  must  b(* 
made  dni-in.u’  tin*  comin;.;-  y(*ar  to  the  Library  Bnildin.u'.  \'(*ry  few.  if 
any  larii(*  repaiis  have  Tseen  made  on  the  bnildin.n'  since  its  erection 
fourteen  years  airo.  The  roof  in*eds  tixin.it  and  tiitnres  have  been  ob- 
tained callin.it  for  $400.  This  amount  will  i»nt  the  roof  in  first  class  con- 
dition. Tin*  floor  in  tin*  ('hildren’s  Boom  also  is  in  in*(*d  of  re]mir  and 
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will  call  for  an  outlay  of  $100.  This,  with  the  usual  ai)i)roin-iatioii  for 
uiiscellaueous  repairs,  accounts  for  the  increase  asked  for. 

Fuel  and  Liirht  for  1022,  the  auumut  asked  for  is  $1,100.  The 
amount  .^ranted  in  1021  was  $1,400.  In  Aui^ust,  1021.  your  Tiaistees 
asked  for  and  obtained  a transfer  from  Fuel  and  laght  of  $2r>0  to  Inci- 
dentals. The  reason  we  were  able  to  make  this  transfer  was  explained 
in  our  letter  in  Aui^nst.  ^^'e  hope  and  ex])ect  to  buy  the  balaiu'e  of  our 
1021-1022  coal  for  less  money  and  there  will  also  be  a sli.uht  reduction 
in  the  price  of  electric  lights,  and  we  f(‘el  <-ontident  that  the  amount 
asked  for  will  be  sntticient. 

Incidentals  call  for  $0o0  for  1022.  an  increase  of  oidy  $25.  A few 
of  the  items  that  enter  into  the  imddental  account,  outside  of  the  ree:- 
nlar  office  sni)plies  are  as  follows:  Insurance  i)reminms  for  1022  will 

amount  to  $40;  conveyinjj;  books  to  and  from  the  schools.  $45:  carfares 
for  the  Liln-ary  work(u-s  to  and  from  the  branches.  $25;  water  bill.  $25; 
telephone.  $55 : cartimt  ashes.  $21.  The  balance  of  the  amount  asked 
for  is  for  ireneral  office  sni)i)lies  and  .general  sn])plies  for  the  main 
Liltrary  desk  and  (’liildreh's  Kooni. 

In  makin.u'  up  this  llndaet.  your  Trustees  have  .;;one  over  every  item 
ver.v  carefully,  and  can  truthfully  state  that  they  have  not  asked,  and 
do  not  wish  for  one  dollar  moi-e  than  is  actually  needed  for  the  proper 
administration  of  the  Library. 

If  .vonr  Honor  and  Fonncil  desire  any  further  information  your 
Librarian  :ind  Board  of  Trustees  will  gladly  furnish  same,  and  if  agree- 
alile  would  like  exceedingly  to  have  .von  as  a body,  or  as  indivi(Inals 
make  a thorough  inspection  of  your  Lil)rary  and  see  for  yourselves  the 
(excellent  work  that  is  lanug  accomi»lished..

I have  the  honor  to  snhinit.  herewith,  the  seventh  nnnnal  report  of 
th(^  I’nhlic  AVoi-ks  Department  of  the  (Mty  of  Attleboro,  for  the  year  eml- 
iiiit  Deeemhei-  >U.  1021. 

This  department  for  the  tirst  (piarter  of  the  year  was  directed  hy 
Mr.  Hari-y  J.  (loodale.  who  left  on  April  1st  to  h(M-ome  Town  Manajtin'  of 
Middlehoro.  The  balance  of  the  year  the  dei»artment  has  htHm  sniier- 
vised  hy  the  writer,  who  sneceeded  ^Ir.  (ioodale  on  Ai»ril  1st.  Ihd’ort* 
^oini;  fnither.  I will  call  to  yonr  attention  the  emeritencies  <-ansed  hy 
nnemployment  which  have  confronted  onr  city  and  which  to  a i^reat 
extent  in  the  early  ]>art  of  the  year  controlled  the  policy  of  this  depart- 
ment. The  fnnds  available  were  ntilized  wherever  i»ossihle  to  allow  tin* 
maximnm  amonnt  of  jaiyroll  ex])enditnres  for  onr  citizens  <‘inployed 
on  the  ditferent  work. 

1 feel  that  the  strennons  endeavoi's  of  this  deitartim'pt  to  meet  the 
wishes  of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  ami  the  (’onncil  were  snccessfid  .and 
the  resnlts  obtained  an  investment  to  the  city. 

'Idle  department  has  the  (‘are  of  all  public  hii^hways.  construction  of 
new  streets,  sidewalks.  streiT  liirhtin.i;.  oilini;,  street  sijins.  house  nnm- 
herin^.  street  cleaninji:.  surface  drainaite.  sewer.s  and  sewaite  disposal, 
water  system  inclndin,e:  maintenance,  water  department,  immpinji’  sta- 
tion. lilter  beds.  stora,ite  resei'voir.  and  standpi])e.  and  maintenance  and 
o])eration  of  the  A.  E.  (’.  Street  Railway;  the  direction  and  control  of 
all  of  the  enjiineeriipi;  connected  with  the  city  departments  and  a mn!- 
titnde  of  detail  in  co-operatiiii;  with  the  pnhlie  service  cor])orations. 
with  the  state  and  county  authorities  in  their  projects  as  related  ti)  the 
city  of  Attleh()i‘o.  ('ost  and  accounts  are  kept  and  all  l)ills  ai»pertainiir4 
t<»  the  work  of  this  department  are  forwarded  to  the  projier  authority 
for  collection. 

Without  (piestion  the  department  hy  ]»ersistent  effort  has  been  ahle 
to  cover  a considei-ahle  amonnt  of  work  and  view  with  satisfaction  tin* 
re.snlts  obtained.  1 feel  that  the  pers(»nnel  en.ira.ited  are  to  he  com- 
mended for  i)nttin,tt  forth  their  best  efforts. 

Before  itoins  into  further  detail  I would  like  to  rivet  yonr  attmi- 
tion  npon  the  lii-owth  of  this  commnnity  in  the  last  twenty  years.  Below 
are  the  census  tiitnres  for  11)00,  1010.  and  1020:

1020 — 20.000  i)lns  or  minus. 

'riie  ratio  of  inci-ease  is  evidence  that  Attleboro  has  had  a healthy 
jrrowth  and  the  history  of  Attlelxiro  i»i*oves  conclusively  the  jterma 
nence  of  the  city.  With  these  jiremises  to  bejtin  on.  I wish  to  foens  y<inr 
earnest  attention  on  the  need  of  modern  and  projtressive  iilanninjr  on  aU 
of  the  imblic  woi‘ks  for  onr  city.  'Phese  facts  have  contr<*lled  rectnn- 
mendations  from  this  deitartment. 
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'I’lie  liiirhway  work  for  the  past  yoar  was  handled  in  an  expeditions 
manner  by  the  eity  men  and  by  the  eontractoi-.  Wherever  lu'w  drainage 
was  Iinilt.  |)resent  and  fntnre  developimmt  as  well  as  i)ermanenc(‘  was 
tiiiiired.  Krid.ire  recommendations  and  biddiie  constrnction  were  also 
taken  care  of  on  this  basis,  in  the  sewer  department  the  maintenatice 
and  the  system  was  kept  at  as  low  a ti.unre  as  possible,  but  in  the  mair 
fntnre  when  extensions  will  have  to  be  bnilt  and  tools  rephnaal  and 
Imildin.its  repaired,  a study  as  to  ways  and  means  is  snit.itested  l)ecan.'-e 
of  chaiiited  conditions  since  the  initial  assessment  plan  has  bt'en  in 
eflect.  The  water  department  is  representative  of  major  develoi)inent  in 
modtnn  civilization.  Here  in  Attlelioi'o  where  the  departimmt  has  car- 
ried alon.it  for  several  years  and  met  the  urowini;  needs  of  tin*  com- 
munity. the  direct  need  of  ke(‘i>in,ir  alu'ad  on  the  developimmt  of  the 
watei-  works  seems  to  have  liemi  ne.itlected.  This  is  a fact  desi»ite  the 
many  rei-ommendations  which  have  i;oiu*  forward  from  tlu‘  Mayin-’s 
office  in  the  past.  \\’ith  tin*  <*ver  incriaisiiiii'  growth  of  this  departimmt. 
th(‘  proposition  of  a reor.uanization  of  its  diTail  is  immediatic  d'he 
A.  1>.  ( ’.  Street  Railway  improvement  is  very  slow.  It  continues  to 
op(*rate  at  a net  loss.  It  is  reasonalih'  to  snpi>ose.  however,  that  as 
i»nsiness  i>icks  np  and  th(‘  cost  of  opm-ation  conn's  down  this  system 
will  improve. 

Tin*  conditions  mentioiu'd  alH»v(>  havi'.  as  yon  know,  many  causes 
not  tin'  least  of  which  was  the  late  war  and  the  radical  changes  in  tin' 
last  ten  years  takinir  place  in  the  actual  conditions  whiidi  the  public 
works  have  to  nn'i't.  IIavin.it  focn.sed  yonr  attention  upon  the  ax'neral 
conditions  which  tin'  d('])artnn'nt  faces,  it  is  oidy  fair  to  say  that  a ,iren- 
eral  survey  should  be.nin  imnn'diately  whiidi  will  inclose  all  of  the 
jihysical  featnri's  pertinent  to  tin'  .itrowth  and  welfare  of  the  commun- 
ity : also  not  a monn'iit  should  be  s]»ari'd  nntil  a ]»roper  i)lace.  absolntel.v 
fireproof,  is  obtained  to  hold  all  of  the  records  which  are  in  charite  of 
this  (h'partment.  This  city  has  b('('n  bles.s('d  dnrinit  the  year  with  very 
excellent  weather  for  the  work  and  an  abundance  of  labor  which  cre- 
ated a hi.u'h  ('tticiency.

the  net'ds  of  tin'  tinn's.  a brid.ue  bi'iniir  tin'  cont rolliicj:  feature  'which  irov- 
erns  the  ability  of  tratiic  t(>  ns('  a hi,i2:hway.

Tln'.v  also  pnt  a ioew 
top  on  the  brid.ire  on  ^^’ashinyton  Stri'et  at  Rh'asant  View,  and  on  tin' 
XY'Wpoid  Avenue  strnctnre.  Tin'  city  pnt  a m'w  (U'ck  and  sidewalk  on 
the  bridii'e  at  lU'bronvilh'  and  had  the  railroad  set  some  in'w  an.ule  irons 
to  snpj)ort  the  door  system.

The  policy  of  replacimr  many  of  our  (‘xistiim"  stiaictuia's  as  soon  as 
pos'sihlt'  with  iiermanent  ones  is  without  (piestion  a .irood  one  to  estah- 
iish.  A nundier  of  impoi-tant  structures  now  hein.ij:  carried  on  steel 
nunnhers  need  a couple  of  coats  of  red  lead.  It  is  hoped  that  ]>roirress 
will  he  made  each  yeai-  on  pennanent  replaceimmt. 

DRAINS. 

H(‘caiise  of  th(‘  topoirraphy.  the  (dty  of  Attleh(»ro  is  liandica]iped  for 
future  develoi)nient  uidess  ade(iuate  steps  are  taken  t<»  cover  com])re- 
liensively  the  drainaire  i)rohlem  which  faces  us.  Durin.u'  the  ]>ast  year 
live  (5)  of  the  ohl  small  maidioles  failed  and  had  to  he  replaced,  and 
continuous  effort  was  made  to  obtain  the  maximum  benefit  from  the 
existing  di'ains  and  in  some  cases  was  successful,  i.  e..  under  Peck 
Street  arch.  Kecommendations  have  l)een  made  for  the  i»ermanent  im- 
provement of  th(‘  followinix  districts  which  are  really  in  dire  need  of 
d.raina,i:e  I'elief:  Pleasant  Sti'eet  in  the  vicinity  of  ('amlndd^e  Street. 

I'eck  Street  at  Peck  Avenue.  South  Main  Street.  Third  Street  hill. 
IIod;r<'s  Street,  and  W(»st  Street,  and  a study  foi'  South  Attleboi-o  im- 
provement. 

The  drifts,  mud.  and  rubbish  and  silt  were  taken  away  on  at  least 
two  occasions  fi'om  the  channels  of  the  Thacher  Prook  and  the  Ten 
Mile  rivei-. 

CROSSWALKS— TRAFFIC  LINES. 

IVith  th(‘  andval  of  sti'eets  of  hard  surface  I wish  to  be  recorded  as 
opliosed  to  a crosswalk  of  different  material.  T do  feel  that  the  traffi(* 

lines  as  laid  out  in  the  past  year  are  valual)le  as  an  asset  for  traffic 

control  and  should  lie  am]ilitied  and  continued. 

PUBLIC  WORKS  OFFICE. 

MTiereas  the  number  of  employees  for  this  past  season  on  hii,diway 
and  water  work  has  been  lai‘i;er  than  evei-  before  recorded,  the  office 
forces  of  the  dei>artment  have  extended  their  eff(u-ts  and  without  havimr 
been  increased  have  handled  adequately  the  increased  detail.  S})e(d1i- 
cations  have  been  written,  contracts  advertised  and  let  on  road  work. 

bridj;e  work,  road  oils,  aufomobiles.  and  several  other  thin.iz:s  ]»urchased 

by  this  office.  On  a falling  market  the  telephone  liill  has  been  away 
above  the  usual  for  this  office  but  it  has  been  an  investment  in  service 
and  savin.tr.  All  of  the  detailed  clerical  work  for  the  entire  water  woi'ks 
has  jiassed  throutrh  this  office  also,  and  it  is  only  fair  to  state  that  the 
ambition  of  the  personnel  is  to  .trive  satisfaction  to  all  with  whom 
they  deal. 

ENGINEERING  DIVISION. 

Ml*.  If.  IV.  Mawney  has  been  in  the  chai*.jre  of  the  en.trineerin.ir  de- 
jiartment.  as  city  en.trineer  foi*  the  ]>ast  year,  and  since  Ajiril  his  force 
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has  hail  ccnsiiAM'alile  to  ilo.  It  is  woll  to  rememluM*  that  the  etYorts  of 
this  (lei»artnient  are  liamlicapped  L'reatly  l>y  lack  of  iiroper  data  to  has<' 
the  ) ii'ojections  iiiion  the  work.  With  an  area  sucli  as  we  have.  tluM'e 
is  no  ipiestion  that  a l-'ord  tonrinij  cai’  should  he  imrehased  to  increa.se 
the  efficiency  of  the  en,i;ineers  in  coverinir  .lironnd ; and  there  is  .also 
iniinediate  m^ed  of  a proi>er  fireproof  vault  to  protect  what  recoi-ds  the 
city  does  possess  which  are  in  char^t'  of  the  entjcineer.  Many  details  ••on- 
nei-ted  with  this  offic(‘  cannot  he  realized  unless  close  touch  is  kept 
Avith  it. 


HIGHWAY  DIVISION. 

^Vith  the  chaiiii'e  in  traffic  conditions  in  the  last  tcni  years  and  the 
realization  of  the  importance  of  the  j?(><>d  roads  movement,  the  records 
of  the  city  of  Attleboro  for  improvement  since  the  war  show  conclu- 
sively that  the  community  has  a riijht  to  he  very  jirond  of  its  efforts. 
It  is  hard  to  measure  the  value  of  the  investment  at  this  time,  hut  nn- 
(inestionahly  any  la.u'iiin.i^  in  the  jiroi^ress  would  he  felt  hy  all  of  the 
<-itizens. 


The  li.  II.  Newell  (’omiiany.  of  Dxhridire.  had  a small  piece  on 
South  INIain  Street  to  complete  which  was  duly  taken  care  of  early  in 
the  season.  The  work  was  carried  out  as  per  ajireenient  between  Mr. 
Newell  and  Mr.  (Joodale. 

On  rieasant  Street  the  lawns  of  several  abutters  were  adjusted  to 
the  new  jtrade  in  a manner  satisfactory  to  them. 

The  aiti»ropriation  carried  over  for  ('lift'  and  Hodues  Streets  was 
used  for  layiiii;  the  curb,  bounds,  surfacing;-,  and  draining  Ilodites  Street 
to  the  luddite,  and  the  same  treatment  for  (UitY  Street  exce])t  that  the 
linished  surface  was  not  a))plied — the  reason  for  this  bein.u  that  when 
Mecdianic  Street  was  closed  to  traffic,  (’lift  Street  became  the  main 
detour  and  it  Avas  not  deemed  advisable  to  continue  operations  there 
until  Mechanic  Street  was  reopened.  Surveys  to  coA’er  the  neAA'  .urade. 
(Irainajje.  and  details  for  the  1P21  construction  to  include  ^lonnment 
Siiuare.  Pleasant  Street  to  the  railroad  arch.  Uailroad  Avenue.  Mill 
Street.  County  Sipiare.  South  Avenue,  and  West  Street,  as  Avell  as  a 
small  i»iece  of  NoiYh  Main  Street  Avere  completed  and  revised  in  Ajiril. 
and  the  Avork  advertisetl.  The  contract  Avas  aAvarded  to  Simp.son  Pros. 
( 'orporation  to  put  in  their  “Sima.sco''  pavemeut  complete  in  plact'  at 
S2.1P  pt'r  sipiare  yard,  and  the  additional  unit  prices  foi-  otlun-  Avork. 
such  as  extra  till  on  Ioaa"  s])ots.  shoidder  Avork,  resettin.u:  surface  struc- 
tnrt‘s.  .i2:round  (h*velopnient,  etc. 

A trade  Avas  made  lietAveen  tin*  railroad  coin|)any  and  tlu‘  city  for 
the  improvement  in  the  vicinity  of  the  station  on  the  Avest  bound  track, 
a total  of  on«‘  hundred  seventy-tive  (ITo)  square  yards  of  pavin.u'. 

The  Avork  Avas  started  Aujiust  S,  1P21.  and  Avas  itnshed  as  ra])idly 
as  possible  with  a minimum  interference  Avith  traffic.  The  city  forc(‘S 
ably  assisted  in  consnmmatini>:  the  season’s  Avork.  The  results  are  there 
foi'  all  to  .see.  About  22.000  sipiare  yards  Avere  completed. 

In  niaintainin.it  onr  (extensive  hi.itliAvay  systmn.  a continuous  effort 
was  rcAvarded  by  minimnm  complaint.  The  itemiziMl  exiumditures  shown 
Avith  this  report  will  .itive  the  correct  idea  of  the  extensive  held  the  hi.ith- 
way  division  has  to  cover.  The  buildin.u's.  appurtenanc(‘s.  and  apparatus 
()]'  this  division  needed  overhanlin.it  and  repair  and  it  is  (‘Xp(>cted  that 
dni’init  tlu'  winter  si'ason  a .itreat  ih‘al  of  this  Avork  can  be  takcm  can*  of. 
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STREET  CLEANING. 

'I'lie  i(U‘M  (if  siiriiii;  niul  fall  sera  pin, ir  and  .i^nttar  claaniiiu'  is  funda- 
mental in  road  inaintenanc(‘.  AVitli  the  many  miles  of  hi.iilnvays  in  tin' 
eity.  the  funds  available  did  not  allow  the  jiroper  tia'alinent  of  tlu'  <‘ntir(‘ 
niilea.ire.  The  heaviest  traveled  ways,  however,  were  taken  care  of  with 
,i,u)od  results.  A (’leetrae  tractor  to  handle  road  niachim's  in  this  woidc 
was  demonstrated  and  as  soon  as  the  city  can  afford  oiu'.  I would  la'coin- 
niend  the  purchase  of  one  of  these  machines. 

A sizeable  number  of  our  citizc'iis  co-operated  in  a sph'ndid  sjiirit 
of  faii-ness  in  clearin.i*:  the  ii’utters  of  any  hoards  which  they  had  tlu'n' 
that  mii^ht  obstruct  the  tlow  of  the  uutters.  There'  are'  a fe'w.  who 
desidte  repe'ated  re'cpiests.  .se'emed  to  find  themselve's  utteidy  unable  to 
co-o]ierate. 


STREET  SWEEPING. 

ddie  two  i‘e',i;ular  stre'et  swee'pers  e'lnployed  the'  year  around  have' 
been  reinforced  during  the  snmmer  season  by  other  assistants  whenever 
needed.  I believe  that  the  mere'hants  in  the  center  could  aid  materially 
if  they  would,  in  improvinir  the  appearance  of  the  downtown  streets 
from  the  standpoint  of  cleaidiness.  A little  viudlance  and  the  riirlit  s]iirit 
would  be  of  excellent  value. 

STREET  PATCHING. 

AATth  an  increase  of  Jiiiproximately  sixty  per  cent,  in  the  owm'rship 
of  rubber  tired  vehicles  in  this  city,  and  with  the  increased  use  of  our 
trunk  roads  by  outsiders,  street  patcdiinu'  has  resohu'd  itself  into  a 
major  account  under  highway  maintenance.  1 believe  tirmly  that  after 
the  concentrated  effort  in  the  spring;,  a jiatrol  system  should  be  estab- 
lished allowin.ij:  the  responsibility  for  poor  work  to  be  detinitely  placed 
and  uivinir  the  rej^ular  jiatrol  a chance  to  inci-ease  their  ability  in  road 
1‘epair  by  continuous  exjierience  and  observation. 

SIDEWALKS— MAINTENANCE  AND  REPAIR. 

The  sidewalk  iiroblem  in  the  city  is  of  .i^reat  importance  because  of 
the  inci-eased  rapidly  moviip;  tratlic  on  our  streets.  It  .seems  to  me  the 
development  spread  over  a term  of  years  to  cover  sidi'walk  im])roveme!it 
in  the  diftd'rc'iit  districts  would  be  a s])lendid  tliinji’. 

Ills  Honor,  the  Alayor.  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  AVorks. 
aided  by  Mr.  Dean  and  the  State  board,  obtained  a nii,i.>hty  uood  traih' 
in  placin.u:  a sidewalk  on  the  westerly  side  of  AA'ashin.ijton  Street  fi-om 
th('  blacksmith  shoii  to  Alendon  Road.  It  is  to  be  liojied  that  we  can 
continue  the  sid('walks  alon.u'  this  main  thorouudifare. 

SNOW  AND  ICE. 

It  st'ems  to  UK'  the  (piestion  as  to  v.diether  or  not  this  city  will  enter 
into  what  is  now  a .generally  accejited  jiriictice  of  bavin,”'  their  streets, 
as  well  as  their  walks,  jilowed  in  order  that  traffic  mi.iiht  be  maintained 
is  an  important  one.  An  exiiression  as  to  whether  or  not  this  is  desir- 
able in  this  city  would  be  appreciated.  Then  havin.ii:  detinitely  .setth'd 
what  is  wanted,  adeiiuate  steps  can  be  taken  to  obtain  the  needed 
imndiinery. 

MACHINERY  AND  TOOLS. 

Resiih's  the  plant  and  tools  recpiired  normally,  the  hi.uhway  division 
obtained  from  their  apiirojiriation  a new  loader  whiidi  has  .uiven  ,s]>len- 
did  service'  and  whi(di  is  still  in  shape  to  continue,  and  a new  motor 
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which  has  been  utilized  to  imih  the  ancient  plant  at  Forest  Street.  It  is 
the  ambition  of  the  dei)artinent  to  trradnally  build  np  the  i)lant  and 
e(inipnient  which  will  allow  the  best  results  to  be  obtained  with  a inini- 
niuni  ex])enditure. 

CRUSHERS. 

More  tons  of  stone  have  ])assed  throui;h  our  ancient  crushers  dur- 
in.i;  15)21  than  ever  befonc  The  machines  ;ire  not  economical  and  a new 
installation  should  be  considered.  The  hiirli  freijiht  rate  on  stone  was 
the  ^overninjt  condition  which  allow’ed  us  tt>  operate  at  a ]>rolit. 

STEAM  ROLLERS. 

A new  rollerman.  a native  of  our  city,  was  hired  to  replace  a man 
who  was  found  unfit  to  handh'  tin*  resi)onsible  care  with  the  city's  in- 
vestment in  rollers.  As  soon  as  conditions  warrant.  1 would  recommend 
that  we  obtain  an  <*iitht-  or  ten-ton  tandem  roller. 

AUTOMOBILES. 

The  two  Mack  trucks  purcha.sed  for  the  hiithway  division  were  in 
continuous  service  from  the  date  of  ])urchase  until  ('hristmas  of  this 
year  and  were  of  remarkable  assistance  in  a multitude  of  ways  cover- 
in, i;  varied  work  required  of  them.  There  is  not  the  sli.ithtest  (luestinii 
that  they  ai-e  indeed  a si»lendid  investment. 

An  advanta.ireous  trade  was  made  with  Mr.  (’ai»ron  in  turnin.ij:  ov(*r 
the  Superintendent's  old  1 )od,ue  car  for  a Studebaker  "Si)ecial  Six." 

DUST  LAYER  AND  TAR. 

Sinc(‘  it  is  impossible  to  put  permanent  ])avements  everywhere,  the 
importance  of  treatin.ijj  our  ,i;ravel  roads  is  paramount.  The  ambition 
of  the  hiithway  division  in  this  respect  is  to  have  the  tar  and  asphalt 
applications  of  the  heavy  material  covered  immediately  after  the  <lis- 
tributor  has  passed.  All  work  <lone  since  Aujtust  was  handled  success- 
fully in  this  way.  thaid'Cs  to  the  bucket  loader  and  ]Ma(‘k  trucks. 
Xothin.i;  but  asjdialtic  oil  has  been  i»urchased  as  dust  layer  for  the  city 
by  the  writer.  AVhile  this  may  for  the  moment  be  a little  worse  on  the 
jiedestrian  than  the  non-asi)haltic  oil.  the  low  intial  cerst  and  irreat(>r 
bem*tit  derived  therefrom  would  seem  to  wari’ant  this  choice. 

LIGHTING. 

There  havi*  b(*(*n  a series  of  unusual  storms  at  different  j»eid(»ds 
durin,:;  the  year  which  were  a sevei-e  drair  on  the  li.ixhtin,^  company,  but 
I feel  that  the  company  is  to  I>e  con.itratulated  for  theii'  really  proinid 
('fforts  to  ,^ive  the  city  service. 

SEWER  DIVISION. 

Outside  of  the  troul)le  we  are  havin.ii;  with  ex]»ansion  joints  wheia* 
the  trunk  line  sewer  ci-osses  the  river  in  Ilebronville.  the  conditions  of 
the  system  are  about  normal.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the 
maintenance  char.iJies  down  the  past  year,  but  it  is  desirable  to  do  a 
moi-e  thorou.ith  jol)  in  ,irra velin.it  the  tilter  beds  in  the  near  future. 

The  department  must  have  some  hose  for  llushiipt  in  the  coinimt 
year.  Conditions  warrant  a different  assessment  for  any  future  con- 
struction involvin.it  additions  to  the  i)resent  system.  A new  weir  should 
be  set  and  a leaky  i-oof  and  coat  of  paint  taken  care  of  on  the  stiaicture 
at  the  beds. 
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WATER  DIVISION. 

Additional  tiltration  area  for  the  water  supply  to  the  city  is  an  im- 
perative necessity.  The  Harr  unit  at  the  Unmi)injj:  Station  should  he 
replaced,  studies  in  connection  with  this  replacement  are  now  in  pro- 
gress. Mr.  Cook,  chief  enjjineer  at  the  station,  has  exhibited  excellent 
skill  and  keen  interest  in  the  problems  which  he  has  had  to  face.  It  is 
well  to  hear  in  mind  that  the  wells  in  use  are  now  overtaxed  tifty  i»er 
cent,  and  this  involves  the  use  of  an  additional  i)ump  to  fill  the  beds, 
and  in  that  way  tends  to  raise  ai)preciahly  the  unit  cost  per  .gallon  of 
water  punii)ed  to  the  system. 

The  coal  problem  in  the  past  year  was  considered  for  <iuality  and 
from  the  stand])oint  of  having  a supply  on  hand  ani]»le  to  cover  any 
emergencies  for  the  year  1921. 

The  maintenance  forces  were  called  upon  on  several  occasions  to 
handle  troublesome  main  line  breaks  as  well  as  numerous  smaller  ones. 
This  force  was  expanded  to  properly  care  for  the  additions  and  replace- 
ments for  the  year. 

The  meter  forces  and  blacksmiths  have  been  kept  busy  in  their 
various  capacities  and  at  this  time  are  contributing  from  their  knowl- 
edge of  actual  conditions  to  a new  districting  system  of  following  ui» 
had  conditions  as  they  exist.  I expect  continuous  impi'ovement  in 
handling  these  conditions. 

The  inventory  of  the  material  on  hand  available  for  emergencies 
shows  us  to  he  in  better  shape  going  into  the  new  year  than  we  have 
lieen  for  some  time. 

The  old  White  truck  was  advantageously  turned  in.  in  trade,  and 
replaced  with  a new  Keo  : likewise  the  old  Dodge  truck  for  a new  Dodge. 

From  the  records  available  showing  the  number  of  calls  and  com- 
plaints  to  which  this  division  has  to  res])ond.  1 am  jmsitive  that  a light 
Ford  truck  in  addition  to  the  ma(‘hines  they  now  possess  would  i>rove  to 
he  a very  excellent  investment. 

The  Pleasant  Street  replacement  includes  a number  of  special  fit- 
tings and  new  hydrants  and  gates  as  well  as  actual  pii>e  mentioned. 
Wide  advertising  allowed  us  to  buy  three  hundred  dollars  under  the 
market. 

Deantown  Road  presented  a mean  condition  as  the  ext^ision  there 
had  to  cross  a long  stretch  of  swampy  ground. 

Hrown  Street  addition  went  in  rajudly,  the  only  ditticulty  being 
the  necessity  for  shooting  a few  honlders. 


A.  B.  C.  STREET  RAILWAY. 

The  A.  H.  U.  Street  Railway  being  old  and  dilapidateil  re<piires  con- 
stant attention. 

In  closing  1 want  to  .say  that  there  is  always  something  to  do,  that 
the  develoi)inents  are  keenly  interesting,  and  that  the  support  accorded 
the  department  from  Ilis  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  Municii)al  (’ouncil.  and 
a very  large  percentage  of  the  i)oi»ulation  is  deei»ly  a]>preciateil.  Just 
complaints  we  solicit  as  they  aid  our  amhition  to  imi)rove.  The  fact 
that  a very  few  people  are  always  ready  to  complain  is  also  in  our 
favor  because  it  assists  in  kee])ing  us  on  a high  mark. 

Attached  hereto  are  some  of  the  statisti(*s  connected  with  the  oi»era- 
tions  of  this  de])artment.

A glance  at  these  fi^Mires  will  show  that  in  th(‘  last  tive  yc'ars  th(‘ 
schools  have  i^rown  treiiiendonsly.  Sim-e  lh1(>  the  nnmlier  of  pnidls  in 
the  averaije  ineinhershii*  has  jniniKMl  from  2.770  to  .‘>.700.  This  is  an 
increase  of  9.‘>0  i)ni)ils.  a Loiin  of  1-2%.  Most  of  this  increase  has 
come  in  the  last  thi'ee  years,  in  which  time  the  schools  ixained  72)0.  In 
three  years  the  schools  iU’ained  nearly  as  many  pnjnls  as  in  the  j)recedin,'r 
nine  .veai*s.  Few  places,  since  the  close  of  the  war.  have  had  snch  a 
lar.ire  .i^rowth. 

In  Septemher,  1921.  the  schools  had  242  more  ])n])ils  than  in  Sep- 
temliei-.  1920.  Of  this  nnmher  120  were  in  the  IIii,di  School,  the  remain- 
der hoiiii;  scattered  thi-onj;h  the  .u'rades.  Four  additional  teachers  were 
employed  at  the  Ili.irh  School  to  care  for  this  increase.  All  the  jaipils  in 
the  eij^hth  ^rade  conhl  not  he  accommodated  at  the  Bank  Street  School, 
and  it  was  necessary  to  establish  two  ei.udith  lirade  rooms  at  the  Bliss 
School.  This  necessitated  nsini;  the  kinderj^arten  and  the  oi)en-air 
room  for  re.i^nlar  class  rooms,  and  the  emidoyment  of  one  more  teachei' 
at  this  l)nildin,u'.  There  are  now  2(>7  pninls  in  srade  eiirht : next  Sei»- 
temher  there  will  he  .‘)2r).  unless  somethin, iji:  hap]»ens  to  take  these  pn]»ils 
ont  of  school. 

The  IIi,t,di  School  was  l)uilt  to  accommodjite  dOO  pupils.  There  have 
lieen  o74  enrolled  at  one  time  this  fall.  X"ext  Septemlier  should  see  an 
enrollment  of  from  doO  to  700.  The  ei.ixhth  .izrade  now  uses  tive  class- 
rooms at  Bank  Street  School  and  two  at  the  Bliss  School.  One  more 
room  at  least  will  he  needed  for  this  .u’rade  next  year,  and  there  is  no 
room  available.  -The  only  way  to  i)rovide  for  continned  .urowth  is  l»y 
the  ei-ection  of  new  bnildin.irs  as  recommended  last  year,  and  those  plans 
shonld  be  carried  into  effect  as  soon  as  hnsiness  conditions  warrant.

The  .growth  of  the  schools  and  the  re<iuirements  of  the  law  have 
made  necessary  the  addition  of  seven  teachers  since  January  1.  1921. 
Four  of  these  teachers  were  added  to  the  High  School  cori>s  in  Se])tem- 
her  because  of  the  lar,ge  increase  in  the  number  of  Hi.gh  School  pupils 
before  mentioned.  One  was  required  for  the  extra  room  o])ened  at  the 
Bliss  School.  The  law  requirin.g  instruction  in  “indoor  and  outdoor 
games  and  athletic  exercise.”  ap]»roved  liy  the  (governor.  May  5.  1921. 
caused  the  apimintment  of  a jihysical  training  director  in  September.

Although  tweiity-iiiiie  teachers  resigned  dui'iiig  the  year,  thirteen 
to  teach  elsewhere,  only  seven  resigned  to  aeceid  positions  paying  Letter 
salaries.  The  others  who  resigned  to  teach  in  other  jdaces  did  so  to  he 
nearer  home  or  for  personal  reasons. 


Teachers’  Salaries. 

The  last  increase  in  teachers’  salaries  which  took  eflVct  in  Mar(di 
this  year  placed  Attleboro  salaries  on  a par  with  the  salaries  of  other 
cities  and  towns  with  whose  school  systems  we  like  to  make  comi)ar- 
isons.  Tea(diers  have  to  be  sought  for  in  the  oi>en  market  and  that  citv 
lias  the  best  opportunity  to  select  teaidiers  whose  maximum  salary  is 
the  highest,  or  whose  sidiools  offer  decided  professional  advantages. 
During  the  war  salaries  wei'e  not  increased  in  Attleboro  so  fast  as  in 
other  jdaces  with  the  result  that  many  good  teaidiers  left  Attleboro.  T ) 
offset  this  dro]»  in  salaries,  and  in  order  that  the  (dt.v  could  hire  good 
teachers  and  retain  the  services  of  others,  salaries  in  the  last  two  years 
have  been  raised  very  rapidly.  They  are  no  higher  than  they  ought  to 
be  considering  the  valuation  of  the  idty  and  the  stanilard  of  tlu'  sidioids.

It  is  not  .uenerally  understood  that  the  State  contrilmt(*s  toward 
each  teacher’s  salary  the  snm  of  $100.  .^loO  or  $200  accordini;  to  the 
teacher's  edncation  and  experience.  In  1021  fh(‘  amount  received  from 
the  State  for  this  purpose  amonnted  to  $22,000.  For  1022  it  is  esti- 
mated that  $24.o00  will  he  received.  This  money  can  he  used  only  for 
teachers’  salaries  and  enahles  the  city  to  pay  better  salaries  than  it 
otherwise  conld.

Since  Ihlo-lhK),  Attlelioi’o  has  steadily  dropited  lielow  the  state 
average.  In  l{)U)-lh20  the  cost  per  i)npil  in  Attleboro  was  .$10.52  below 
the  avera.Lte  foi-  the  State  and  .$11  ..‘ID  below  the  avera.ite  for  the  cities  of 
the  State.  ()nt  of  .‘)54  towns  and  cities  in  the  State,  oidy  seventy-one 
had  a lower  cost  per  inpiil  than  Attleboro.  For  1920-1021  Attleboro  was 
$11.20  below  the  average  for  the  cities. 

'fhese  ti,i;nres  indicate  economical  nianaiteinent.  Th(*y  also  i»oint  to 
the  danirer  of  beini.t  so  economical  that  the  ethciency  of  tlu‘  schools  may 
be  imi)aired.  This  condition  was  realized  by  the  committee,  and  re- 
snlted  in  increased  aitprojn-iations  for  teachers'  salaries  where  most  of 
the  saviiiiT  indicated  Innl  been  made.  The  total  increase  was  larite 
because  Attleboro  was  so  far  below  the  averaite  to  start  with  and  be- 
cause of  the  ti-emendons  Lrrowth  of  the  sidiools  occnrrini;  at  the  same  time. 

The  Finberg  Fund. 

l-]dncationally.  the  most  impoidant  event  of  the  year  was  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Fiidterg  b'nnd  liy  Mi*.  .Tosejth  Finberg.  a member  of  th(^ 
S(diool  ('ommittee.  and  well  known  for  his  keen  interest  and  untiring 
activity  in  all  matters  ))ertaining  to  civic  improvement  and  eilncational 
betterment,  especially  those  matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  b()ys 
and  gilds  of  the  city.  In  order  to  help  graduates  of  the  High  ^(diool  to 
continne  their  ('dneation  in  higher  institutions  of  learning,  Mr.  Finberg 
has  established  a fund  the  income  of  whicdi  is  to  be  loaned  to  deserving 
students  in  the  sum  of  $200  per  year  for  four  years  to  help  defray  their 
college  ex] lenses.  Roys  and  girls  are  alike  eligible  to  use  this  fund  om' 
graduate  Iieing  selected  eaidi  yeai'  by  a committee  consisting  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  (diairman  of  the  School  rommittee  and  a 
third  member  to  be  selected  by  the  Attleboro  Trust  ('ompany,  the  trus- 
tee of  the  fund.  The  Ti'ust  ('omiiany  has  named  Mr.  Finberg  as  the 
third  member,  ddie  student  selected  may  expect  to  use  the  fund  eaidi 
year  he  is  in  college  jirovided  his  work  is  satisfactory  and  he  meets 
other  reipiirements  of  the  committee.  The  amount  loaned  is  to  be 
re] laid  by  the  student  in  small  amounts  beginning  one  year  after  grad- 
uation from  college. 

The  action  of  ^Ir.  Finlierg  in  establishing  this  fund  means  mmdi 
to  Attleboro.  Many  boys  and  girls  of  excellent  ability  are  prevented 
from  attending  college  because  of  lack  of  funds,  and  because  they  are 
afraid  they  will  not  be  able  to  earn  money  and  do  college  work  in 
their  freshman  year.  For  these  students  and  for  all  to  whom  loans 
shall  be  made,  the  Finberg  Fund  means  freedom  from  anxiety  over  the 
payment  of  college  bills  and  a greater  concentration  upon  and  more 
intensive  application  to  the  serious  work  of  colle.ge.  The  Fiidterg  Fund 
will  bring  inci-eased  hajiiiiness  to  future  generations,  it  will  open  up 
oplioi'tunities  foi’  advancement  and  training  for  leadership  to  man.v 
unable  to  advance  themselves,  and  it  will  stimulate  the  users  to  emu- 
late in  their  lives  the  character  and  spiidt  of  the  founder  of  this  fund. 
Attleboi'o  already  owes  much  to  Mr.  Fiidnu-g.  It  will  never  cease  to  re- 
member with  pride  this  last  expn'ssion  of  his  generous  interest  in  the 
city's  welfiire.

d'he  ( 'ontinnation  School  heiran  its  second  year  in  Sei)temher.  It 
has  already  shown  its  value  to  the  commnnity.  'I'his  dei)ends  md  so 
mmdi  in  the  information  acqnirt'd  hy  the  pninls.  the  trade  skill  or  the 
domestic  art  d('veloi)ed.  imi)ortant  as  these  are.  hnt  in  the  strenuThen- 
in.i;  of  character,  the  hromleninsi:  outlook  on  the  opportunities  of  life, 
and  the  estahlishment  of  new  and  hiirher  ideals.  These  results  are  hard 
to  measure  hnt  an  intimate  knowledite  of  the  work  of  the  school  shows 
that  they  are  heinj;  accomi»lished.  While  the  school  shows  a decreased 
enrollment  this  year  owin.it  to  hnsiness  conditions  and  the  fact  that 
many  who  would  he  employed  are  stayin.i;  in  school,  yet  it  seemed  best 
to  keep  the  oritanizafion  of  the  school  the  same  as  last  year,  so  that 
when  l)iisiness  tloes  revive  there  will  he  no  loss  in  the  efficiency  of  the 
school.  The  report  of  the  director  follows; 

Mr.  lA’irls  A.  Fahs.  Fn iK’rintnKlciif  of  Scitools: 

I herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  my  second  annual  I'epoid 
of  the  Attleboro  ('ontinnation  School. 

We  are  very  fortunate  that  we  have  the  same  teachin.i;-  force  we  had 
last  year.  The  instructors  and  director  attended  a conference  at 
Ilya  unis  last  summer.  The  interpretation  of  the  ('ontinnation  School 
laws  and  the  best  methods  of  instruction  were  .itiven  special  attention. 
This  special  summer  school  will  not  l>e  continued  for  all  tea(‘liers,  but 
every  instructor  must  take  a self  improvement  course  each  y('ar. 

One  year  a.!J:<>  as  we  were  just  .irettinir  started  in  the  work  the  tirst 
term  was  si)ent  in  the  oriianization  and  arran,i;ement  of  a systematic 
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schedule  of  work  l)oth  vocMtional  and  academic.  Sim-e  that  time  steady 
l)ro,uress  lias  been  made. 

The  academic  work  includes  civics,  hyiiiene,  Fm^lish  and  arithmetic. 
From  this  work  come  imdilental  lessons  in  history,  u'eouraphy  and 
science.  The  work  Is  .udven  in  developmental  form  or  from  lesson  sheets, 
(’ivies  has  i;een  Iiased  on  commnnity  life  in  this  city  hranchiiiir  ont  from 
onr  own  oriiani/.ation  to  the  departments  of  state  and  nation.  Ilyirimie 
is  entirely  pio-sonal.  For  the  most  i>art  Fiiirlish  is  taniiht  orally  and 
only  enoiiLdi  written  work  is  done  so  that  the  pupils  may  become 
familiar  with  I nsiness  forms  and  hdters.  Arithmetic  is  tanuht  indi- 
vidually. based  upon  the  pupil’s  pri'vions  education,  his  work  in  the 
vocational  department,  and  his  jolt. 

Th(‘  honu‘-makimr  conr.^t'  seems  to  he  widl  adapted  to  the  needs  (d 
the  iiirls.  In  cookiiii;  an  entire  meal  is  ]tre]>ared  and  served  (‘ach  les- 
son. emphasis  1 (dnu'  itlaced  upon  the  wise  choice  of  foods.  Thronirhout 
the  ye.ar  eatdi  iiirl  is  .uiven  tlu‘  o])portnnity  to  act  as  host,  hostess,  iiiu'st 
and  waitiavss.  Dnrini;  the  early  fall  the  .uirls  were  tanixht  to  can  many 
kinds  of  fruit  and  v(‘,2(dahh‘s.  A sim])le  laundry  etpiipment  has  been 
.added  so  that  the  primdples  of  lanndmanu'  may  he  tanudit.  In  smvin.i;  tiie 
iiirls  not  only  make  new  u'arments  for  tlnmiselves  hut  remoded  old  ones 
and  are  thus  .uiven  an  o])portnnity  to  study  the  economics  of  clothing 
and  the  proiuo’  chaansin.u'  of  ohl  faltrics.  In  the  follow-np  visits  in  the 
homes  we  learn  that  this  work  is  appreciated. 

In  th(‘  jewelry  department  the  boys  have  been  workinu'  alon.Li'  the 
same  lines  as  indicated  in  my  last  rei>ort.  not  bein.u:  able  to  do  much 
advanced  work  on  account  of  the  lack  of  (ainipment.  A small  ex])endi- 
tiire  for  ecpiipment  is  neetleil  before  satsifactory  results  can  be  ob- 
tained. Since  September  many  talks  have  been  liiven  upon  desiji'n  and 
the  alloyiiiii'  of  metals.  sup])leniented  with  actual  work  in  desi.mi  and 
the  makin.iX  of  articles  based  upon  the  work.  Koys  hav(‘  b(‘en  (mconr- 
a.ired  to  bian.ii'  in  articles  for  repair. 

Dnrin.u'  the  recreation  period  this  fall  the  boys  have  played  volh‘y- 
ball.  This  has  had  a wonderfully  irood  intluence  in  the  mana, cement  of 
the  school.  We  have  no  i)lace  for  the  ,u:ame  duriiiix  the  winter  months. 

At  the  summer  confei-ence  it  was  noted  that  Attleboro  was  oii(‘ of 
the  three  cities  in  the  State  whose  continuation  S(diools  coni])leted  their 
follow-np  i»ro,irrams.  We  have  .uiven  this  work  s])ecial  attention  believ- 
iiiir  that  the  re.sults  of  our  visits  .irive  us  the  only  true  basis  for  onr 
future  relations  with  oni-  i)iipils. 

( )m‘  of  our  greatest  endeavors  is  to  induc('  ]mpils  to  return  to  the 
i-('uular  !^(diool.  In  this  way  we  have  been  very  successful.  Fifteen 
boys  and  ”irls  have  returned  to  the  .grades  or  havt‘  entered  the  lliuh 
School  because  we  have  intluenced  them  to  do  so. 

It  is  the  ]K)licy  of  the  s(diool  to  obtain  jobs  for  the  unemplo.Vi'd 
j'Upils  wheneA'er  possible.  Fven  durin.ii:  this  year  of  Imsiness  depression 
w('  have  found  employment  for  six  ]tupils. 

To  secure  the  riuht  attitude  and  conduct  of  the  individual  pu]>il  is 
one  of  the  most  satisfactory  j)hases  of  oui‘  work.  Many  pui»ils  who  have 
come  to  the  s(  hool  with  little  re.ixard  for  themselves  or  others  have 
shown  a i^reatly  changed  attitude  before  they  left.  Several  of  the  boys 
«‘ind  ixirls  have  remained  in  the  school  after  they  became  sixtetm.  d’his 
is  very  lii-atifyiiiir  to  us  as  it  shows  that  they  realize  the  beuetits  of  the 
school.

Evening  Schools  and  Americanization. 

Educational  opportunity  through  ev(‘iiing  schools  is  pivscntcd  to 
those  who  desire  to  add  to  their  education  by  this  means.  Thrc'e  school 
buildings  are  used  for  this  puri)ose.  At  the  High  School  building, 
classes  have  been  organized  for  thos<‘  of  foiadgn  birth  who  dc^sire  to 
learn  the  English  language  and  so  graded,  that  by  attending  two  or 
three  years,  sufficient  English  may  be  ac(piired  to  pass  the  examination 
for  citizenship.  Here.  also,  is  a citizenship  class  where  a man  desiring 
t(»  be  naturalized  may  gain  not  oidy  a knowledge  of  the  history  of  this 
country  and  its  form  of  government,  lait  more  important  than  these,  an 
acquaintance  with  the  character  and  ideals  of  the  great  men  of  America 
who  have  left  the  imprint  of  their  lives  upon  our  history,  ('lasses  have 
also  been  formed  in  bookkeeping,  typewriting,  cooking,  nu'chanical 
drawing  and  the  usual  school  subjects. 

At  the  Tiffany  School,  many  men  in  the  neighborhood  are  taking 
advantage  of  the  oi)portunity  there  ])rovided.  and  three  classes  have 
l een  formed  to  study  English. 

At  the  Hebronville  School,  no  formal  classes  are  held  but  through 
the  self-.sacri (icing  interest  of  Miss  Roberts  various  groups  are  brought 
together  in  a social  wa.y  and  much  good  accomplished.  Miss  Rolierts 
gives  the  details  of  this  work  in  her  report.  Hebronville  and  Attleboro 
have  reason  to  be  grateful  to  iMiss  Roberts. 

Hebronville  Community  Center. 

“When  the  l*resident  of  Priiiceton  was  asked  if  his  facidty  initiated 
the  modern  engineering  courses,  he  re])lied,  *Xo.  ddie  students  demandeil 
the  work  and  we  furnished  it.'  ” 

The  extra  school  activities  of  the  He))ronvi]le  ('ommunity  ('enter 
have  practically  come  about  in  this  same  fashion.  As  there  has  been  a 
d.emand  we  have  tried  to  meet  it.  Last  year  there  was  a demand  for 
cooking  and  sewing  chisses  by  the  working  girls.  We  met  these  de- 
mands. This  year  for  these  same  girls  we  have  a millinery  class  taught 
by  JMiss  Leary,  also  a class  in  dressmaking  for  married  women  taught  by 
Miss  Alice  Mbilker.  This  class  makes  a specialty  of  making  over  old 
garments  into  new.  A course  in  home  nursing  is  to  follow  the  millinery 
course.  The  twenty-two  girls  of  the  Working  (iirls'  ('lub  are  enrolled 
in  this  course. 

the  orking  (xirls'  ('lub  meets  regularly  every  AVeduesday  evening 
froin  7 to  0 :.'>().  Erom  7 to  7 :d0  the  girls  have  a good  time  talking, 
filaying  and  singing:  from  7 :'>()  to  S :d0  about  twenty  boys,  between  the 
ages  of  14  and  IS.  come  in  and  the  time  is  s])ent  in  dancing.  The  next 
hour  the  girls  take  their  millinery  lesson.  Thus  every  AA'ednesday  about 
forty-two  young  ]:eople  have  clean  and  sane  enjoyment  under  pro]>er 
sui)rvision. 

_ This  club  also  holds  a social  once  in  every  four  weeks,  d'he.se 
socials  are  strictly  community  gatherings,  the  tickets  being  sold  only  to 
the  people  of  the  two  villages.  All  the  money  raised  by  this  club  this 
winter  is  to  be  used  by  the  girls  in  part  ])aynient  towarii  a two-day  trip 
to  New  York  and  up  the  Hudson.  The  girls  will  get  a good  deal  of 
pleasure  and  incidentally  education  in  the  history  and  geograi)hy  of  our 
country,  for  which  they  are  to  be  prepared  by  s'tereopticon  talks. 

The  building  is  open  live  nights  a week  and  two  afternoons  as 
follows  ;

At  i»]‘esent  Ilebronville  has  in  the  Iliiih  School  four  i»ni)ils.  at  Bank 
Street  School  six  i)U]»ils.  That  is.  out  of  an  enrollment  of  over  200. 
Ilebronville  jierhaps  averages  each  year,  four  or  live  in  the  llijih  School 
and  of  these  four  or  tive  not  more  than  two  complete  the  Ili.uh  School 
conr.se.  Of  the  six  or  seven  who  i;o  to  Bank  Street  not  all  remain 
thron.Miont  the  year.  On  the  other  Imnd.  there  are  ap])roximately  loO 
younj;  i)eople.  tifty  of  whom  are  between  the  a, ires  of  14  and  21.  takinir 
advantaire  of  the  extra  school  activities.  Shall  we  irive  the  j)eo])le  of 
Ilebronville  what  they  demand  and  wlnit  they  can  nseV 


dTiere  are  in  Attlel)oro  many  foreiirn-born  adults  who  have  not  be- 
come citizens.  For  many  I’easons  these  ]»eo]>le  have  not  been  reached 
by  onr  eveninir  (‘lasses  and  they  have  made  no  attmi)t  to  become  nat- 
uralized. How  to  interest  them  in  citizenship  sufficiently  so  that  they 
would  take  steps  to  learn  the  Knirlish  lan;:ruafre  and  prepare  for  nat- 
uralization has  been  a proI)leni.  Such  ])ersons  need  individual  hell)  ?»iid 
(mcourairement  and  no  one  connected  with  the  school  de])artment  had 
the  necessary  time  to  devote  to  this  purpose.  After  several  conferences 
with  the  Director  of  Americanization  for  Alassachusetts  it  was  finally 
decided  to  employ  a director  of  Americanization  to  take  charire  of  the 
classes  in  Eufrlish  and  naturalization  in  the  eveninir  schools,  to  build  u]) 
other  classes  in  homes  and  factories  if  iK)Ssible,  and  to  assist  in  every 
way  tho.se  seekinir  information  reirardinir  naturalization  and  citizen- 
ship. To  this  ]K)sition  Aliss  L.  Alay  (iuind)y  of  (Tareniont.  Xew  Ilain))- 
shire.  was  ai>pointed.  ]Miss  (piiml)y  did  not  bejrin  her  duties  here  till 
Dctolier  1st.  but  in  the  three  months  that  have  elapsed  she  has  been 
able  to  make  considerable  p'roaress.  Before  anythinir  detinite  could  be 
accom])lished  she  had  to  become  acciuainted  with  the  city  and  the  peo- 
ple who  need  her  hell)  JUid  those  airencies  that  wished  to  be  helpful  to 
hei‘.  Such  a task  takes  time,  but  Aliss  Quiniby  has  covered  the  held 
very  thorou.irhly  and  will  have  very  dehnite  results  to  reixu't  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Her  re])oi‘t  for  three  months  follows: 


Mr.  Lciri.s  .1.  Falr.s.  Hu iicriiitriidnit  of  Hchools: 

1 herewith  submit  my  report  of  Americanization  work  since  the  hrst 
of  October.  Much  of  the  time  has  been  si)ent  in  irettinir  ac(!uainted  with 
the  city  of  Attleboro  and  with  the  i)eople  ainoiii;  whom  we  hope  to  work 
('alls  have  been  made  at  some  of  the  hoim's  and  a few  ix^ople  have  been 
helped  with  individual  problems.  It  is  our  earnest  desire  to  be  of  .ser- 
vice to  any  who  may  need  help  and  reipiests  for  aid  will  l)e  liladly 
welcomed. 

The  foreiirndioi’n  mothers  are  the  jnost  isolated  of  all  our  non- 
Fni^lish-.speakins  people.  A lari^e  i)ercentap^e  of  them  are  illiterate  and 
very  few  enroll  in  clas.ses  for  learnin.u:  Fii.Mish  when  such  classes  are 
offered  to  them.  The  home  cares  of  the  mothers  i)revent  their  resiular 
attndance.  Many  times  the  opi)osition  of  the  men  make  the  classes  hard 
to  recurit.  A s])ecial  effort  is  lieiny:  imnh*.  however,  to  form  afternoon 
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classps  for  the  mothers.  P.ei;iniiin,irs  in  most  eases  must  he  maih*  witii 
the  individuals.  The  immii;rant  woman,  heeanse  of  her  infreiinent  eon- 
taets  with  the  outside  world  is  usually  shy.  sensitive  to  eritieism  and 
fears  to  expo.se  her  if^uoraiiee  hy  tryiii.i;  to  learn  with  others.  Often 
many  calls  are  made  and  several  lessons  jiiven  before*  sin*  .ijains  the  con- 
tidenee  necessary  for  her  to  Join  a jrronp. 

The  or^^anization  of  the  eveninj;  schools  is  essentially  the  same  as  it 
has  been  in  the  jeast.  Two  .schools  ai’e  beinjt  maintained  at  i)res(‘iit,  f<»r 
the  imrpose  of  teachin.u'  Euiilish  and  citizenship;  with  a present  en- 
I'ollment  at  the  Ilif>;h  School  of  4.'1  and  at  Tiffany  of  44. 

The  work  in  the  schools  is  based  on  the  State  lessons  snp])lemented 
with  lessons  of  local  interest.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  si»eakini;.  read- 
inj;'  and  writinii;  of  En.ijiish  in  the  be.i^inniiif;  and  intermediate  classes. 
Lesson  themes  deal  with  everyday  En.ijlish,  commnnity  and  ])ersonal 
hygiene,  history,  civics.  iieo;j:rai)hy  and  topics  of  current  interest. 

In  the  advanced  cla.sses  work  in  Eiii^lish  is  continued.  History  and 
other  informational  subjects  are  tanjilit  through  the  readin.ii  as  in  the 
tirst  two  years  and  lirammar,  arithmetic  and  .spellin.i;  are  added. 

Thirty  lessons  in  civics  for  naturalization  are  taught  the  citizenship 
classes  and  every  effort  is  made  to  prepare  the  men  for  their  examina- 
tions for  eitizenshij). 

In  all  clas.ses  the  interpretation  of  the  best  of  American  principles 
and  ideals  is  the  backjironnd  for  all  the  w<n-k.  The  class  work  is 
socialized  as  far  as  possible  and  the  friendliest  relationships  are  estab- 
lished between  members  of  the  school  and  the  .school  department. 

In  clo.sini?.  1 wish  to  exj tress  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  helpful 
advice  of  the  Superintendent  and  of  the  co-operation  of  eveninsj;  school 
teachers,  citizens  and  members  of  the  School  Board.

Vacation  Schools. 

Eor  six  weeks  last  summer  a vaction  school  was  held  at  Dodji'e- 
ville  and  Ilebronville.  ('ookiiiij.  sewing'.  handw(U-k,  folk-da iicin,i*’.  and 
physical  exercises  were  taui>ht.  Each  school  opened  in  the  mornin.i; 
with  chorus  sin.iiinu'  and  a story  hour.  The  avera.^e  attendance  for 
1 )od,ireville  was  <S2  and  for  Ilebronville  was  SM. 

On  Eriday,  Aujiust  12th.  an  exhibition  of  the  work  in  sewinu’.  hanu 
work,  folk-dancinii  and  wand  drills  was  held.  Amon,i;  the  many  articles 
exhibited  were  twenty-tive  dresses  completed  by  the  ^irl.*j  dnrin,i;  the  six- 
week  term.  There  was  also  a large  exhibition  of  hand-weaving.  This 
exhibition  was  followed  by  a program  of  athletic  events.  :^Iany  peo]»le 
were  present  from  both  villages.  Such  .an  event  as  this  makes  for  com- 
munity spirit  and  good  feeling. 

Health  Work  in  the  Schools. 

Brac-tically  all  books  on  education  that  attempt  to  define  the  pur- 
pose of  education  name  the  health  of  the  i)U])ils  as  the  tirst  considera- 
tion. Yet  for  years  little  or  no  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  subject  in 
a ]>ractical  way.  Physiology  and  hygiene  have  been  taught  but  so  far  as 
the  instruction  has  resulted  in  stronger  and  healthier  boys  and  girls  the 
results  have  been  very  meagre.  This  year,  the  health  (>f  the  pupils  is 
being  emi>hasized  from  three  distinct  ])hases.  Eirst.  nutrition  clas.ses 
have  been  organized,  and  health  talks  are  being  given  in  practically 
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every  school.  This  is  an  extension  of  tlie  work  done  l)y  Miss  Lncy  M. 
(^neal,  .irovernnient  nutrition  expert,  in  the  schools  at  ilehronville  and 
1 )od,ireville  for  the  last  two  years,  and  is  dne  to  the  interest  of  Dr. 
Ilattershall.  the  school  physician,  and  the  princii»als  of  the  various 
schools.  The  report  of  the  .school  jthysicdan  ijives  fnller  information 
leirardin.U'  the  nutrition  classes.  Second.  ])hysical  exercise  has  been  ex- 
tended to  all  schools  with  a coinitetent  instrnctor  in  charjre.  To  the  snh- 
jects  already  re<inired  by  law  to  he  tanirlit  in  public  schools  was  added 
last  s])rin;^  instruction  in  “■indoor  and  outdoor  games  and  physical  exer- 
cise.” For  two  years  a part  of  the  schools  enjoyed  the  advantages  of 
snch  instrnction  nnder  the  direction  of  Mr.  11.  H.  Reinhardt  of  the  Y.  ]\1. 
( '.  A.  Now  all  schools  are  recpiired  to  have  snch  instrnction.  To  direct 
this  work.  Mr.  Lester  11.  Fnrvere.  a graduate  of  the  Y.  M.  C\  A.  College 
at  Sjiringtield.  who  had  had  exi)erience  at  Pas-saic.  X.  J..  has  been  a]t- 
pointed.  Mr.  Pnrvere  will  mtt  only  direcd  ithysical  training  in  the  grades 
bnt  will  also  coach  the  varions  teams  at  the  High  School,  and  help  to 
develoit  interest  in  sjiorts  in  the  npiter  grades.  Mr.  Pnrvere's  re])ort 
gives  interesting  details  of  his  work. 

Third,  .school  Innches  are  now  being  served  in  most  of  the  schools. 
This  is  ]»nrely  a labor  of  love  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  indicates 
their  desire  to  be  of  service.  Starting  in  one  school  in  an  attem])t  to 
help  the  nnder  nourished,  in  another  liecanse  of  a desire  that  a warm 
drink  might  be  served  to  those  i)iii»ils  obliged  to  bring  their  dinners,  in 
others  liecanse  of  the  nutrition  classes  being  fonned.  school  Innches  are 
now  to  be  obtained  in  nearly  every  school.  These  Innches  consist  of 
milk  or  cocoa,  bnns.  fruit  and  <-ookies.  and  are  .served  at  cost,  there 
being  no  attemiit  to  make  a jirotit.  Ihipils  assist  in  the  preparation  and 
serving  of  the  Innches.  directed  by  the  teacher.  The  ]iraise  of  pupils 
and  jiarents  attest  the  jiopidarity  of  this  jiliase  of  .school  activity. 

Professional  Improvement  of  Teachers. 

Teaching  like  any  task  repeated  day  after  day  tends  to  become 
fc.rmal  and  mechani<  al.  Thdess  the  teacher  has  a keen  interest  in  her 
work  and  is  constantly  studying  to  jierfect  herself  in  her  ])i-ofession  by 
fjiking  n])  new  methods  and  new  ways  of  interesting  her  pipiils.  school 
is  likely  to  become  a matter  of  deadly  routine.  The  same  ]inpils  to 
teach,  the  same  .subjects  to  be  taught,  the  same  materials  to  be  used, 
the  same  program  to  follow:  how  shall  the  teacher  vary  her  method 
each  day  so  that  the  ]in])ils  will  receive  a new  stinndns  and  attack  their 
problems  with  new  insiiiration V Only  a teacher  who  is  enthusiastic 
about  her  work  and  anxions  to  increase  her  efficiency  by  a knovrledge  of 
the  best  educational  jii'actice  can  do  this.  A teacher  cannot  stand  still, 
lirofessionally : *she  innst  make  progress  or  drop  behind. 

To  encourage  teacdiers  to  study  during  the  snmnier  for  the  pnriiose 
of  acipiiring  a more  extended  knowledge  of  their  subjects  or  to  imiirove 
their  methods  of  teaching,  the  (’omniittee  makes  a salary  allowance  for 
.Slimmer  study  under  the  following  conditions: 

Any  teacher  or  sipiervisor  who  takes  in  a normal  or  col- 
leixe  Slimmer  school  a course  of  not  less  than  thirty  jirogiam 
hours  shall  receive  for  the  s(diool  year  immediately  following 
an  increase  in  .'Salary  of  lifty  dollars.  This  increase  will  be  for 
one  year  onlv.  The  same  allowance  will  be  made  for  similar 
study  a second  and  a third  year.  For  the  fourth  year  the  in- 
crease will  be  $100  and  will  be  iiernianent.  provided  that  the 
four  years'  attendance  comes  within  a jieriod  of  eight  years. 

Xo  further  increase  in  salary  will  lie  made  on  account  of 
Slimmer  study  until  a lapse  of  live  years  when  lifty  dollars  will 
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lio  allowo;!  for  each  yi'ar’s  attondaiua'  at  siiimnor  school 
until  the  fourth  year  whoii  tho  allo\van<{*  will  ho  .$100  and  will 
ho  iiorinanont.

Teachers'  salaries  have 
l)een  i)laced  on  an  ade<inate  basis,  the  health  of  the  ]tnpils  is  beiiiii'  im- 
proved through  athletic  exercise,  nutrition  classes  and  school  lunches,  a 
larixe  number  of  people  are  bein.u' hel]>ed  tliron.irh  the  eveniiiii' schools  and 
the  director  of  Americaiuzation.  an  added  incimtive  to  boys  and  uirls  to 
ctmtinne  their  education  has  beim  .uiveii  by  tlu‘  (‘stablishment  of  the  Fin- 
ber.u'  Fund,  the  ]»rofessional  iin]>rovenuMd  of  teachers  has  l)een  reco.L^- 
nized  in  tin*  salary  scdiednle.  interest  in  si)orts  in  the  Iliirh  School  and 
the  np])er  trades  has  been  .greatly  incrt'ased  by  haviiiir  a comi)etent 
supervisor  connected  with  the  d(‘partnumt.  and  tlu‘  work  of  the  s(‘hools 
has  been  kept  u])  to  a hiiiJi  standard. 

Much  yet  I'emains  to  be  done.  The  needs  of  the  schools  are  many. 
Xew  bnihlin.ii's  are  nec(‘ssary.  4’he  manual  arts  course  at  the  lli^h 
S(  hool  should  be  extended,  a teacher  of  ptMunanshii)  should  be  employed, 
a snpei-visoi'  of  primary  tirades  would  .irreatly  streniithen  th(‘  work  of 
those  tirades.  i>upils  in  the  eiiihth  tirade  should  have  some  choice  of  sub- 
j('cts — impossible  now  because  of  crowded  conditions — and  furnitui'e  and 
tMiuipment  must  be  ke])t  up  to  date.  These  thinas  cannot  all  l)e  jiccom- 
plish  at  once,  but  they  should  l)e  the  constant  aim  of  the  ('onunitt(*e 
and  should  be  brouaht  about  as  soon  as  possibU'. 

The  various  re])orts  which  accompany  this  contain  m.any  ittmis  of 
intert'st  and  importanct'.  and  are  cordially  commend(‘d.

Because  of  the  crowded  conditions  in  the  Hi.udi  School,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  place  arm  chairs  in  rooms  TOO  and  202  ami  convert  them 
into  recitation  rooms  althoiiirh  they  are  jtoorly  adapted  for  this  jiurpose. 
I'lie  mechanical  drawiiiii'  department  has  been  moved  from  room  201  to 
room  105.  and  room  201  has  been  e(piii>ped  with  desks  for  a study  room. 
Ivoom  200  desiiniated  as  a lecture  room  for  the  courses  in  science  is 
beiu^  usetl  as  a recitation  room.  This  .skives  us  four  extra  recdtation 
rooms  which  taxes  the  buildinsi;  to  its  limit.  A further  im-rease  iu  the 
number  of  students  in  the  hiii'h  school  will  create  a serious  problem. 


Curricula  Changes. 

A number  of  changes  have  been  made  in  the  curricula  in  order  to 
meet  the  more  riirid  college  re<iuiremeuts  and  to  broaden  the  general 
-SNork  in  the  high  scho<d.  Aiicient  History  has  been  changed  from  a 
f(mr  to  a tive  ])eriod  subject.  American  History  and  (’ivies  are  re- 
quired subjects  in  the  senior  year.  Mathematics  has  lieen  decidedly 
streucthened  by  jdacing  Intermediate  ami  Advanced  Algebra  iu  the  third 
year  and  Solid  Heometry  and  Plane  Trigonometry  in  the  fourth  year, 
d’he  work  in  Domestic  Science  which  has  consisted  of  Hlenieutary  C’ook- 
i])v.  has  been  develoi)ed  into  the  Domestic  Arts  Curriculum.  Tn  the 
So])honiore  year  Dietetics  and  Home  XTursing  are  faught  the  first  se- 
mester and  Physiology  and  Hygiene  the  second  semester.  The  third 
>ear.  Household  Management  is  taught  the  first  semester,  and  Dress- 
making the  second  semester.  Chemistry  and  Physics  have  I>een  increaseil 
from  seven  to  ten  ]»eriods  a week.  This  gives  us  doul»le  periods  for 
T.aitoi'atory  work  which  is  necessary  for  efficient  work.  Since  all  of 
our  work  in  the  high  school  ma.v  be  oidional  on  the  ])art  of  the  student 
after  the  tirst  year,  with  the  exce])tion  of  English  and  United  States 
History  and  Civics,  it  has  seemed  advisable  not  to  allow  juniors  or 
seniors  to  elect  subjects  back  more  than  one  year  in  their  course.  Ex- 
cel )tioiis  may  be  made  for  good  reasons  in  Language  and  ^Mathematics. 
A senior  would  not  be  very  well  develojjed  who  elected  his  sulqects 
from  the  (irst  and  second  year  cundcula.  English,  which  is  a requii’ed 
sul'ject,  could  be  made  more  efficient  if  tive  periods  were  recpiired  in- 
stead of  four  for  So]dionioi-es.  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


Class  1921. 

The  class  of  P.)21  consisted  of  S5  graduates.  Sixteen  membei's  of 
this  class,  or  20%  of  its  members  are  registered  in  the  following  insti- 
tutions; MTieaiton  (’ollege.  Brown  T^niversity.  Boston  T'niversity.  Sim- 
mons College.  AVellesley  College.  Three  meml)ers  of  the  class  are  reg- 
istered in  State  >7ormal  Schools.  Twenty  memb-ers  of  the  commercial 
<lepartment  are  rei)orted  to  have  acce]>ted  positions  in  the  line  of  work 
they  wei-e  fitted  for  in  high  school.  MT  are  unfortunate  in  not  having  a 
complete  record  of  all  of  the  class. 
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Scholarship. 

'I  his  is  the  r(‘al  i»r<>hleiii  in  the  hiith  school  to-day.  and  the  remedy 
is  the  simplest.  It  is  necessary  for  the  avera;^e  student  to  study  coii- 
stantly  at  home  from  two  to  two  and  one-half  honrs  for  each  day  s))ent 
in  the  hi.Ldi  school  in  order  to  do  sati.sfactory  work.  A .irrade  of  ~(Vyr 
may  he  ])assinix  hnt  it  will  not  he  acce])ted  hy  any  other  institution  other 
than  the  ])nhlic  schools.  If  a hoy  or  .iiirl  is  failing  to  do  satisfactory 
work,  the  i-arent  should  tirst  examine  the  home  study  honrs  and  then 
if  the  remedy  is  not  <liscovered.  come  to  the  school  and  consnlt  with 
the  principal  and  teachers.  iNIany  i»arents  will  make  hi.ir  sacritices  in 
order  to  send  their  children  to  school  hnt  are  absolute  failures  in  de- 
manding: that  they  take  theii'  scdiool  .serionsly  and  ])repare  their  lessons. 
Aitain.  students  whose  intentions  are  the  best,  often  ne.U’lect  their  school 
woi-k  for  the  nnmerons  and  often  nni)i'odnctive  amnsements  and  attrac- 
tions. This  is  only  a natural  condition  for  (diildren  of  school  ai?e  and 
the  riirht  kind  of  amnsements  slionld  be  enconraired.  lint  I believe  that 
dnrinir  the  fonr  yejirs  in  the  hiah  scdiool.  the  studies  shonld  be  the  first 
consideration,  d'he  remedy  must  come  from  the  home  and  ]iot  the 
school.  Uidess  jiarents  will  assume  this  res])onsibility.  I see  no  other 
way  ont  of  the  dilemma  than  to  leiiirthen  eiich  school  day  and  jieriod 
and  have  each  lesson  jirepared  under  the  supervision  of  a teacher. 

Organizations. 

'ITie  Win'less  (Tub  was  reorganized  this  fall  under  the  supervision 
of  i\Ir.  Thomas.  The  following  e(inii)inent  has  been  imrchased  this  year: 
(lube's  regenerator.  Radio  delector,  two  ste])  amplifier,  one  step  ain])li- 
fier.  One  entertainment  has  been  given  to  the  student  body  in  the 
assembly  hall,  with  wireless  mnsi(‘  from  Pawtucket. 

A club  in  mathematics  has  been  organized  by  Miss  Osborne  to  jiro- 
mote  interest  in  the  study  of  maf hematics  as  iin  exact  science. 

The  Spanish  club,  according  to  its  constitution,  aims  to  iiromote 
an  (M-onomic  study  of  Sitanish.  The  nuaTings  are  condncteil  entirely  in 
Spanish.  The  jirograms  consist  of  S])anish  jdays.  musicals,  games  and 
r(T‘r('shments.  The  woik  is  under  the  sipiervision  of  iMiss  Dreney. 

The  nine  Oirh  the  local  high  school  pa])er.  laiblished  by  the  students 
under  tlie  supervision  of  the  English  I feiiartment,  anticijiates  a very  suc- 
cessful year. 

Glee  Clubs.  A boys'  and  a LMids'  Olee  (Tub  have  been  organized 
by  Mr.  (libb.  the  sn]KU'visor  of  music.  TTie  value  of  music  in  the  high 
s(diool  cannot  b(‘  over  estimated.  School  credits  should  be  given  to 
members  of  their  clubs  who  have  the  al»ility  to  make  the  clul)  and  re- 
main members  during  the  school  year  under  the  organization  of  the 
s(diool. 

• Orchestra.  The  ondiestra  of  about  forty  memliers  is  one  of  the 
most  successful  oi'ganizations  that  we  have  in  the  high  scdiool.  All 
students  who  have  musical  aliility  should  liecome  associated  with  the 
orcdiestra. 

School  Band.  Mr.  (Jild)  has  recruited  from  the  student  body  and 
from  the  or<diestra  a school  band  ca] table  of  re])res(uiting  fln^  scdiool  and 
the  local  out-door  athletic  meets.  The  band  should  be  made  a perma- 
nent part  of  the  school  and  organizcMd  so  as  to  rei'cive  credits  toward 
graduation. 

Assembly. 

After  the  opening  exercises  in  the  assembly,  we  have  been  able  to 
have  one  or  two  special  numlter  on  our  jtrogram  furnished  by  the  music* 
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This  not  only  irivos  the  students  tnkini;  ]);irt  self-control 
hefoi’e  nn  {Uidieiice.  Imt  enconrnixes  the  sttident  body  to  he  in  school  on 
time  in  order  to  nttend  these  exendses. 

Physical  Education. 

A movement  in  the  riyht  direction  was  inan.u:n rated  when  all  the 
Idiysical  education  of  the  hiirh  school  was  i)lace(l  in  char, ire  of  a trained 
sui»ervisor.  Duriuir  the  {tast  few  years  all  physical  traininir  has  lu'en 
limited  to  haskethall  and  haseliall.  Durinir  this  school  ytair  we  will 
have  ahout  one  hundred  students  takiiijr  ]iart  in  athhuics.  d'his  w(?rk 
rei>resents  foothall.  tra(dc.  inter-(dass  haskethall,  varsity  haskethall.  and 
hasehall.  We  are  unfortunate  in  not  havinir  an  out-sloor  t(‘unis  court. 

Mechanic  Arts. 

The  city  of  Attlehoro  cannot  afford  not  to  develoji  the  work  in  the 
mechanic  arts  de’  artment  <f  tiie  hieh  school  Every  studfuit  is  en- 
titled to  a hi.irh  school  education,  hut  many  of  them,  and  often  the  most 
successful  in  life,  are  not  mentally  adaj'ted  to  all  hook  woi-k.  Our  jtres- 
ent  work  in  manual  trainiiiir  is  v(u-y  rudimentary,  liut  could  hy  the 
addition  of  woodworkin.ir  nnudiinery  lie  made  to  answer  for  the  first 
year  of  hi.irh  school  work.  A four  year  ]tre-vocational  curriculum  should 
he  one  of  the  leadini^  aims  of  the  hi.irh  .scdiool. 


Diploma  Credits. 

One  year's  work  in  a hi.irh  s(diool  is  commonly  considered  as  four 
reedtations  a day  for  five  days  a week.  This  rate  would  .irive  us  twenty 
credits  a year  or  ei.irhty  for  the  four  years.  1 wish  to  recommend 
stron.irly  that  we  .irradually  increase  the  numlier  of  units  required  for 
.irraduation  eaidi  year  until  the  maximum  of  ei,irhty  is  reacdied.  By 
chan.irin.ir  Kurdish  from  a four  to  a five  ])oint  subject,  three  extra  unitf> 
are  available.  Small  credits  should  he  .iriveii  to  niend)ers  of  the  hoys' 
and  .irirls'  (Jlee  (dub. 


Attendance  and  Tardiness. 

The  percenta.ire  of  attendance  for  the  first  three  months  of  this 
year  is  IKS.l  and  for  the  same  jieriod  last  year  fiT.do.  and  the  precedin.it 
year  IK). 27. 

The  total  number  of  tai'dy  marks  for  the  first  three  months  of  this 
.school  year  is  47.  and  for  the  sjiine  period  last  year  2SS.  and  the  preced- 
in.ij:  year  317.  The  total  number  of  tardy  marks  for  the  calendar  year 
1921  not  includin.it  December  is  317.  The  total  nnmber  of  tardy  marks 
for  the  calendar  year  1920  was  l.oO.d. 

At  the  i)resent  time  I feel  that  there  is  not  a hi.ith  schol  in  New 
Eintland  with  as  hi.ith  a percenta,ite  of  attendance  or  as  low  a i)ercenta,ite 
of  tardiness  as  we  have  in  the  Attiel,.)ro  Ili.Ldi  School.  A condition  of 
this  kind  can  be  made  jtossible  only  hy  the  co-o])eration  of  the  students 
and  j)arents.  We  do  not  want  sick  children  in  .school  but  we  do  want 
all  the  healthy  ones  all  the  time.  Some  tardiness  is  necessary  hut  the 
amount  is  so  small  that  it  is  ne.itli.irihle.

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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Music. 

Mr.  lA'iris  .1.  F(il(‘.s,  Supcritifrinlcnt  of  l^c/iooJ.s: 

Tlie  rai»i(l  increase  in  the  school  popnlation  has  nnide  it  impossible 
for  me  to  keep  up  my  schedule  of  semi-monthly  visits  as  in  itrevious 
years.  Beirinnin.i;  September  of  this  year  1 arranj;ed  my  i»ro,i:ram  so  as 
to  visit  the  center  schools  once  every  two  weeks  and  the  outlying  schools 
once  every  month.  I am  very  sorry  that  such  a course  was  necessary 
hut  it  was  the  best  arraiutement  I could  make  imder  existini;  conditions. 
Another  matter  that  I have  not  been  able  to  arrani?e  to  my  sati.sfaction 
is  that  of  the  eiiihth  .i^rade  jit  the  Kliss  School.  They  have  not  received 
the  same  amount  of  my  time  as  the  ei.uhth  .irrade  at  the  Hank  Street 
School.  I have  made  no  plans  to  visit  the  Plat  School  reirnlarly  but 
have  been  able  to  visit  the  school  twice  since  September. 


The  Grades. 

The  music  work  of  the  first  seven  j;rades  is  arranged  in  a lo,:;ical 
manner  so  the  pu]>il  as  he  advances  from  ,i^ra<le  to  "rade  becomes  more 
able  to  read  the  music  he  sillies.  We  aim  to  develo]»  free  and  beautiful 
siuixiufi-  of  soiifTs.  teach  the  projier  use  of  the  child  voice,  and  to  train 
and  develop  the  ear  and  voice  of  the  monotone  so  he  may  be  able  to 
sinj;  in  tune  with  his  classmates.  Individual  sinainj?  is  encoura,u'ed  as  a 
means  of  streni^theniiiiJ:  individual  cai)abilities.  Patriotic  and  folk  son^js 
are  tauirht  in  all  tirades.  ^Music  readin<;  is  emphasi/.ed  as  never  before, 
one,  two  and  three-i)art  sin.iiiiifj:  is  developed,  and  every  ]»upil  is  at  work 
in  music  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  every  normal 
child  who  passes  throuirh  the  seven  years  of  the  elementary  .sclnud  can 
read  music  and  sing'  with  some  degree  of  musical  intelligence. 

Eighth  Grade. 

Tlu‘  music  work  of  the  eighth  grade  at  the  P*ank  Street  School  is 
contiiKMl  entii'cly  to  the  ]>ractice  of  singing  and  the  stmly  of  some  of  tlie 
gi-eat  musicians  and  their  works,  illustrated  by  idn»nograph  records. 
Such  subjects  as  Handel  and  the  Messiah,  Hayden  and  the  (’reation. 
P>eetli(»ven  and  his  Symphonies,  AVagner  and  Verdi  and  their  oi)eras 
have  been  taken  up.  Also  a series  of  lectures  on  the  History  of  Amer- 
ican Music  and  Musicians  has  been  given.  The  object  of  this  study  is 
the  extension  of  the  musical  ex})erieuce  of  the  ])U|>il  beyond  that  ]»ro- 
vided  by  his  own  singing. 


High  School. 

One  I'eriod  each  week  is  given  to  the  singing  class  which  now  num- 
liers  doO  i»u}(ils.  The  class  is  too  large  to  handle  successfully,  and  1 
would  recommend  that  the  Freshman  class  have  their  singing  period  on 
Alonday  and  that  the  Sophomoi'es.  .Juniors  and  Seniors  have  their  sing- 
ing class  on  Wednesday  morning.  This  arrangement  would  cause  the 
least  inconvenience  to  my  schedule  for  the  lower  grade's. 


Girls’  Glee  Club. 

The  Oirls'  (Tee  Club  meets  after  school  hours  and  in  si)itt‘  of  this 
handicap  it  is  functioning  successfully  in  tin'  life'  e>f  the'  school. 

Boys’  Glee  Club. 

The  Hoys’  (Jk'e  (’lub  was  fornu'd  last  year  and  sang  very  ace-ejetably 
before  the  se-hoeel  a number  of  times. 
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High  School  Orchestra. 

Tiio  (levolojinient  of  oi-(*liostrMl  iimsic  in  the  High  School  is  duo 
entirely  to  the  enconrageinent  given  to  the  players  hy  the  school  de- 
partinent  in  the  form  of  credits  for  attendance.  The  orcln*stra  nnmhers 
47  ]»laye]‘s  and  during  the  )»ast  year  hesid<\s  their  regnlar  i)laying  for 
the  school  they  played  for  the  ('onimnnity  High  School  idght.  for  the 
graduation  at  Segreganset  Agricultural  School,  and  at  the  Uhainher  of 
Uoniinerce.  They  also  gave  one  of  their  regular  concerts  at  the  School 
Hall.  The  orchestrji  insists  on  playing  good  music  as  well  as  they  can. 
One  of  the  best  features  of  the  orchestra  is  the  fact  that  small  grou])S 
of  players  meet  together  at  theii'  various  homes  foi’  extra  |»ractice.  thus 
pi'oviding  a wholesome  and  i»ro1itahle  way  for  them  to  spend  their 
leisure  time.  Another  interesting  groui»  comi»osed  of  girls  of  the 
orchestra  who  have  their  own  director.  It  is  safe  to  say  we  will  hear 
moi-e  about  them  in  the  future. 

One  of  the  splendid  results  of  our  orchestra  training  is  the  fact  that 
.'•evei'al  of  our  graduate  members  who  went  to  college  are  now  playing 
on  their  respective  college  orchestras.  At  present  two  are  i)laying  in  the 
orchesti-a  at  Brown,  one  at  Yale,  and  two  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology. 


The  Band. 

'File  hoys  of  the  orchestra  formed  themselves  into  a brass  hand  for 
the  purpose  of  adding  enthusiasm  at  the  school  games.  I have  heard 
many  favorable  comments  from  the  jjeople  of  the  city  on  this  work,  and 
I liojie  it  is  now  an  established  ]»art  of  our  music  course. 

In  closing  my  re])ort  I wish  to  thank  the  trustees  of  the  liichard- 
son  School  Fund  for  the  encouragement  given  to  me  and  for  the  ]>leas 
lire  given  to  the  school  children  by  the  purchase  of  a new  concert  grand 
l*iano  for  the  High  School,  new  u]tright  pianos  for  the  Tiffany  and  the 
Uai)ron  schools,  and  a Victor  i)honograi)h  for  the  Farmers  school.

Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 

Mr.  Lriris  A.  Faic.s,  SiiiicrnifciuJciit  of  Fchool.s: 

The  year's  work  began  as  usual  with  teachers'  meetings.  The  main 
purpose  of  these  meetings  was  to  find  out  what  drawing  could  do  for 
the  other  subjects.  It  was  more  than  to  correlate  drawing  with  other 
subjects,  it  was  to  see  if  there  were  not  projects  which  needed  the  art 
side,  that  our  work  might  he  more  puri)oseful. 

In  one  school  where  history  is  being  taught  by  the  project  method, 
the  drawing  is  a necessary  jiart  of  the  project.  It  is  imjiossible  to 
teach  the  life  of  primitive  peo])Ie  without  teaching  their  industrial  life, 
and  I am  watching  with  interest  to  see  how  far  we  can  develop  the  in- 
dustrial art  side.  I hoj»e  to  see  jiottery  made,  and  rugs  and  blankets 
woven.  I shall  he  glad  of  the  call  from  other  schools  for  the  art  side  of 
any  jiroject.  As  opportunity  offers  the  drawing  can  easily  join  other 
courses. 
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Kilt  the  art  course  has  its  own  detiiiite  purposi'.  That  i>uri)ose  is 
to  lead  the  cdiild  to  a]»pi‘t^cdate  the  heantifiil.  to  think  for  himself,  and  ti> 
have  a respect  for  tine  workinanshi)i.  The  tine  art  of  the  world  is  the 
result  of  the  riirht  use  of  line.  dark-and-li,i:ht.  and  color.  The  children 
are  haviiiit  exiierience  in  the  use  of  line,  dark-aiid-liirht.  and  color, 
thronjih  desijtiiin.u’.  paiiitiiiii'.  drawin.u:  and  constrnctioii.  1 am  enconr- 
aited  when  I tind  a little  work  that  is  really  tine.  1 hope  we  are  mak- 
inf?  some  jtain  towards  apj)reciatiiiir  and  choosin.ir  the  heantifiil  rather 
than  the  commonplace. 

Industrial  art  has  a lar^e  part  in  many  schools.  I would  like  to 
introduce  more  of  it  in  onr  schools. 

Industrial  art  is  the  jn-ocess  of  convertini;  raw  materials  into  thint^s 
of  use.  and  results  in  an  appreciation  of  the  world’s  work. 

The  followini;  industries  may  he  tan,ii:ht  in  the  .schools;  (’lay.  tex- 
tile. wood,  paper,  food,  printini;  and  metal.  1 would  like  to  teach  clay 
work  in  all  the  iirades  and  hi^h  .school,  (’lay  is  a ditlicnlt  medium  to 
take  care  of.  hut  has  so  many  possilyilities  in  imas^inative  way.s  for  little 
peojyle.  as  well  as  for  pottery  shapes.  We  would  need  a pottery  kiln  for 
the  work  to  he  worth  while  in  the  np])er  jtrades. 

The  hi.ijh  .school  drawinjr  clas.ses  are  the  larstest  they  have  ever 
been.  Each  pupil  takiiiit  drawim;  is  recpiired  to  take  two  periods  a week. 
Forty-three  jaipils  are  takiiii;  four  jyeriods  and  five  are  takint;  six 
periods  a week.

Report  of  the  Teacher  of  Sewing. 

Mr.  A.  Fairs,  Fiiperiatru'leat  of  Krhools: 

I am  ])leased  to  rei»ort  that  the  work  in  this  deiyartment  has  ixiven 
general  sati.sTaction  the  ])ast  year.  The  ])rincl]»les  taught  must  of  jie- 
cessity  he  the  same  Imt  the  aiiplication  of  them  is  varied  each  year 
through  the  efforts  made  to  bring  the  work  close  to  the  needs  and  in- 
terests of  the  children.  In  the  fifth  gi-ade  models  are  made  to  give 
sufficient  ])ractice  and  skill  in  the  use  of  the  stitches:  ^hen  these  are 
applied  to  the  making  of  useful  articles.  The  girls  seem  jtlea.sed  to  learn 
to  do  these  things  and  show  patience  and  interest  in  their  work.  They 
look  forward  to  applying  the  stitches  to  articles  that  they  may  use 
and  enjoy. 

In  the  sixth  grad(‘  still  further  practice  is  given  to  the  essential 
stitches  and  a pillow  case  is  the  first  article  nmde  as  it  requires  the 
gi'eatest  variety  of  stitches  for  its  coni])letion.  After  this  a choice  of 
garments  is  given,  all  reciniring  hand  work  with  the  exception  of  the 
.seams  which  are  stitched  on  the  machine,  each  girl  doing  her  own 
stitching  if  liossihle.  The  seventh  grade  are  taught  the  use  of  tin* 
machine.  Simple  iiatterns  are  .selected  suitable  to  the  age  of  the  girl. 
I’ach  one  is  taught  to  place  the  pattern  to  the  best  advantage  ni)on  her 
material  so  that  very  little  cloth  is  wasted. 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  clothing  to  see  that  there  art' 
l»nttons  on  dresses  and  coats,  and  mending  is  taught  and  enconragcMl. 
Tiast  May  several  girls  brought  in  their  winter  coats  and  mittens  and 
repaired  them  for  readiness  this  winter.  One  pnivil  tore  a gingham 
dress,  worn  for  the  tir.st  time.  The  following  week  it  was  brought  in 
and  patched  with  a piec(‘  from  the  end  of  the  sash,  affording  the  girl 
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jis  imieli  pleasure*  as  anythin, accoiniilisheil  diirinir  the*  year.  In  tlu^ 
hi,i;her  frrades  one  notices  a .erreat  improvement  and  a perce'ptihh*  i^ain 
in  ability,  accuracy  and  amount  of  work.  In  tin*  (d^lith  ,ii:rad(‘  where* 
they  are  makinjj:  slips,  middy  hlonse's  and  kimonas,  such  dithcnltie*s  as 
plae'in.i;  the  patteiai  on  the*  cloth,  cnttin.i;  notches  and  hastiiiit  .ucarments 
tofiether  e-orrectly.  seem  to  have*  e*ntirely  disa])peared. 

As  the  ability  of  the  .erirls  has  increase*d,  their  ap|>reciation  of  what 
sewing  means  to  them  and  to  their  homes  has  also  increased  and  many 
are  .justly  proud  of  what  they  are  a.ccomplishin.g.  During  the  year  we 
have  hemmed  two  dozen  towels  for  use*  in  the  school  Innedi  rooms.  A\h* 
have  also  made  twent.v  dust  covers  for  desks  and  two  foi*  pianos.  We 
have  been  very  .glad  to  repair  sets  of  music  for  Mr.  (Jihh  by  stitching  on 
heav.v  cardboard  covers.

1 submit  herewith  my  annual  report  as  Attendance  Officer.  1 have 
investigated  four  hundred  and  twent.v-tive  cases  during  the  last  .vear. 
There  has  been  a decided  ini]irovement  in  the  attendance  since  the 
heginning  of  the  s(diool  year  in  Se])temher  over  what  it  was  the  .vear 
before. 

Two  cases  were  taken  to  f'onrt  and  they  seem  to  have  had  a moral 
effect  in  the  districts  from  which  they  came.  During  the  months  of 
Jannai-y  and  February  there  were  many  cases  that  had  to  he  referee  1 
to  the  Associated  Oharities.  who  rendered  a great  deal  of  assistance  in 
twenty-six  ca.ses.  The  greatest  cause  of  absence  is  from  ne.gli.gence  on 
the  part  of  ])arents;  it  seems  that  much  of  this  cau.se  could  he  remedied 
if  there  were  some  good  so(dal  home-workers  to  ,go  info  the  homes  and 


give  some  much needed  assi.stance.

T submit  herewith  my  {Uiinml  rei)oi-t  for  the  year  i;)21. 

It  is  very  evident  that  the  subject  of  health  is  receivin.c:  mor(‘  at- 
tention at  ]>resent  than  af  any  other  i)eriod.  It  is  becomiiiit  more 
apitarent  to  the  avera.ire  )>ai'ent  that  his  child  shonld  benefit  more  from 
the  health-bnildinir  facilities  which  are  ]trovided  by  the  school  de])art- 
ment. 

Results  of  the  nutrition  work  carried  ont  <lnrin,ir  the  itast  year  at 
Hebronville  and  Doditeville  by  ]\Iiss  Lncy  M.  (Rieal.  Lrovernment  nutri- 
tion exjtert.  (‘o-oiieratiiiit  with  ^liss  (lilies  and  Miss  Roberts,  were  so 
satisfactory  that  it  was  thonirht  advisable  to  extend  the  s(‘oj)e  of  this 
work  so  that  lar.iier  irronps  of  children  mi.irht  receive  the  benefits  of  this 
work. 

A nutrition  contest,  so  called,  was  arraiiited  in  order  that  interest 
miitht  be  stimnlated.  A itroni)  of  teaclnn-s  and  i)i-inci])als  who  were 
('sjiecially  interested  in  this  nutrition  work  were  instructed  by  Miss 
(jneal.  These  sjtecial  in.strnctors  conducted  nutrition  classes  in  their 
own  schools,  some  of  them  itivinu:  instruction  to  Jis  many  as  three  classes. 

More  than  of  the  school  children  are  nndernourished.  It  is 

imi)ossil)le  to  determine  the  total  value  of  this  nutrition  work  but  results 
obtained  to  date  are  most  satisfactory. 

The  schools  have  been  comiairatively  free  from  serious  epidemics 
(lurin.i.’:  the  year,  the  most  serious  one  occurring  at  the  Dodireville 
.school  when  lb.4  cultures  were  taken  and  four  cases  of  diphtheria  were 
found. 

Annual  examinations  without  follow-uj)  work  by  the  nurse,  are  of 
little  value.  It  has  lieen  ]>ai-ticularly  difficult  to  accomplish  much  alon.ir 
this  line,  as  the  distiabution  of  the  school  ))0])ulation  is  so  extensive. 
It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  ])ossible  to  devote  more  attention  to  this 
(Inriiii;  the  year. 

()])en  air  rooms  and  nutrition  classes  were  insi)ected  in  Boston  and 
Pawtucket,  which  were  of  distinctive  value  as  re.itards  sujjst"sfi<)us 
whereby  our  system  of  school  imspection  niig:ht  be  improved. 

I would  recommend  the  employment  of  a full  time  nutrition  worker 
and  the  institution  of  this  work  in  the  entire  school  .system.  It  would 
seem  to  me  that  the  subject  of  nutrition  is  of  vastly  more  importance  to 
the  averajj^e  school  child  than  the  study  of  hyjjriene.  Improved  facilities 
whereliy  more  follow  up  work  could  be  done  is  to  lie  desired. 

I wish  to  commend  Miss  (^ueal  for  her  untiring  interest  in  the  nu- 
trition work  in  our  sclnxds:  also  the  ]»rincipals  and  teachers  without 
whose  co-o] teration  it  would  have  been  imi»ossible  to  carry  out  success- 
fully this  important  health  work.

1 tiud  tlmt  the  nutrition  work  which  has  been  insttilled  in  th(‘ 
schools  this  year  1ms  been  very  l)enelicial.  The  increttsed  use  of  milk 
which  is  encourti.iied  in  this  course,  has  been  retleeted  in  an  increased 
train  shown  in  the  underweiirht  children. 

OY*  ctirry  out  efficiently  this  work  there  shotdd  l»e  moi'e  folb»w  up 
W(»rk  in  the  homes.  In  view  of  the  tact  tluit  the  schools  are  so  widel.v 
distributed,  and  the  home  work  takes  me  to  all  sections  of  the  city,  I 
find  that  I cannot  make  as  many  of  these  home  visits  as  would  seem 
necessary. 

It  is  also  imitossible  to  trive  the  si)ecial  attention  to  the  follow  up 
work  of  cases  where  remediable  defects  are  noted  by  the  School  Phy- 
sician (luriiijr  his  annual  ins])ectiou  of  school  children,  undei'  jireseiit  con- 
ditions.

Lewis-  A.  Fales,  Su itcriHfendoif  of  Schools: 

The  i>hysic;il  traiiilni;  work  of  the  schools  of  the  city  is  now  run  on 
n systenintized  basis  so  that  eac-h  school  can  receive  the  full  benefit. 
Heretofore  there  were  only  four  schools  under  supervision,  but  that 
number  has  increased  to  eleven  dnrin.ir  the  present  school  year.  Every 
irrade  above  the  third  is  now  liavini;  daily  instruction  in  physical  train- 
in.i;.  In  some  school  even  lower  urades  have  it. 

Each  school  has  a corps  of  leaders  who  are  chosen  and  drilled  by 
the  physical  director.  They  are  jxiven  the  correct  methods  of  leading  a 
class,  command  work,  essentials  of  a leader,  and  corrective  exercise. 
'They  in  turn  lead  classes  in  the  school  of  which  they  are  pupils.  The 
director  of  j»hysi(‘al  training  visits  each  school  once  a week  to  instruct 
the  leaders  and  supervise  the  class-work.  It  is  his  pnri»ose  to  visit  each 
grade  to  give  personal  instruction  which  on  othei*  days  is  carried  on  by 
the  leaders. 

This  year  we  have  the  so-called  leader’s  test.  If  a leader  pas.ses 
this  test  he  receives  a badge  for  etticiency. 

Each  exercise  that  is  given  is  i>rescribed  by  the  j)hysical  director 
for  the  pnrpo.'^e  of  con-e('ting  pool*  posture,  strengthening  unused  mus- 
cles. mind  and  body  co-ordiation  and  to  increase  the  circulation  of  the 
body.  Thus  far  exercises  which  the  most  stress  has  been  laid  upon  are 
those  which  tend  to  correct  round  shoulders,  flattened  chests,  lordosis, 
crooked  spines  and  balancing  exert-ises  for  bodily  eipiilibriiun. 

Many  new  lead(M*s  have  been  developed  since  the  oiiening  of  schools 
and  great  credit  is  due  thmn  for  the  etticient  manner  in  which  they 
liandle  their  classes. 


High  School. 

This  fall  for  the  lirst  time  in  tifteen  years  football  was  ]»layed. 
From  a team  of  wholly  green  material,  not  a man  knowing  the  game,  a 
team  was  developed  which  held  its  oi)i)onents  from  large  scores  during 
the  early  games  to  clo.se  score's  during  the  last  few  games.  One  of  the 
outstamling  features  was  the  true  sportsmanshij)  developed  by  the  team 
and  theii*  regularity  af  jeractice. 

Easketball  is  now  bt'ing  developt'd  ni»on  a larger  scale  than  ever 
before.  The  .school  is  represt'iited  by  two  i*egnlar  teams,  one  for  boys, 
the  other  for  gii*ls.  Each  class  is  rei>re.sented  in  the  same  way,  so  that 
in  all  there  are  ten  basketball  teams. 

In  order  to  give  a largei*  number  the  opportunity  to  enter  into  ath- 
letics. the  class  teams  have  I>een  formed,  with  the  rule  i)rohibiting  play- 
ers on  the  regular  teams  as  members.  There  is  to  be  an  inter-class 
league  of  both  boys  and  girls  and  the  interest  in  this  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  every  class  has  had  more  than  the  re<pured  number  ti*ying  out 
for  its  team. 

Another  feature  of  the  High  School  athletics  is  to  be  an  indoor 
track  team  Avith  an  inter-class  meet. 

With  all  of  the.se  teams  in  the  High  School  there  is  no  n'ason  why 
mo.st  of  the  High  School  students  cannot  receive  beneticial  exercise.  All 
games  excepting  those  of  the  regular  ba.sketball  teams  are  i)layed  in  the 
afternoon  for  the  rejison  that  it  is  better  to  exerci.se  in  the  afternoon 
than  in  the  eveniiig.  and  such  an  airangement  will  not  tend  to  kee]» 
boys  and  girls  out  too  late  or  away  from  home  study.

2.002.00 
Scnnethinii  should  he  done  this  year  in  reirard  t(»  a small  car  for 
insi>ection  jtnrposes.  as  conditions  are  hound  t<>  arise  which  wonhl  cri]>- 
ple  both  branches  of  the  service  namely,  1 miirht  he  in  southern  part 
of  the  city,  or  elsewhere,  makin.u'  ins]»ections  with  truck  and  somethini? 
happenintr  to  tire  alarm  service  under  these  conditions,  my  helper  hein.a: 
at  the  station,  would  he  ahsolntely  nnahle  to  render  service  owiiii^  to  my 
haviiii;  truck  and  tools  on  ins]>ection  work. 

As  present  truck  will  have  been  in  the  service  three  years  this 
spriiii;,  authority  considered  .irood  in  such  matters,  advises  me  that  it 
will  cost  appi'oximately  .$200  to  kee]»  present  machine  in  repairs  for 
cominur  year  owin.i?  to  its  three  years  of  constant  servietc  In  li,a:ht  of 
the  fact  that  .$lo0  is  all  that  can  1k‘  realized  in  trade  for  ]»resent  truck 
at  this  date.  1 do  not  consider  it  wise  economy  to  spend  twice  as  much 
for  1‘epairs  as  we  can  iret  in  trade  for  new  car.  1 therefore  recommend 
trading;  present  truck  for  li,c:ht  car  for  inspection  i)ur]ioses  and  the  ]>ur- 
chase  of  a larwr  truck  for  tire  alarm  service,  as  ]»reseut  truck  is  en- 
tirely inade(iuate  owin.c:  to  its  a,t;e  and  capacity  for  ])resent  service. 

The  matter  of  new  switchboards  for  tire  alarm  service  is  very 
ur,i:ent.  due  to  the  fact  that  present  hoards  are  00%  overloaded,  and 
the  Insurance  Underwriters'  repoi-t  will  condemn  present  (‘onditions. 

There  are  also  IS  obsolete  ty])e  tire  alarm  boxes  which  should  be 
replaced,  the  same  haviuir  been  recommended  the  last  two  years.  1 would 
su^.iiesf  that  we  replace  six  of  these  boxes  yearly  until  all  have  been 
reidaced  with  modern,  successive,  positive,  non-interferiii.i;  tyjie. 

Also  upon  recommendation  of  Board  of  Fn,i;ineers  would  ask  for 
one  new  tire  alann  box  to  be  haaited  on  South  Avenue,  in  vicunity  of 
Snell  Street,  as  there  are  eiirlit  or  nine  houses  in  this  nei.irhborhood, 
iri)resentin,ir  twenty  or  twenty-live  thousand  dollars  investment,  which 
are  anywhere  from  a (luartei’  to  a half  mile  from  nearest  tire  alarm 
box.

To  the  H(0)oruhl(‘  Maifitr  (tmJ  MNniripal  Council.  Cihf  of  Attlchoro  : 

I herewith  siihniit  my  report  ;is  City  Solicitor  for  the  year  1021. 

As  i»rediete(l  in  my  last  annual  rei>ort,  the  work  of  this  (>11100  has 
been  .more  arduous  than  for  the  two  preceding  years,  althoiiiih  there 
have  not  heen  as  many  court  trials  as  anticipated.  The  number  of  con- 
ferences, advice  i^iven  to  city  otticials,  opinions  written,  claims  settled, 
contracts  drawn  and  examined,  bills  collected,  views  of  property  rela- 
tive to  accidents,  ordinances  examined  and  interpreted,  interpretations 
of  the  charter  and  pleadin.u's  tiled  in  court  have  la^en  considerably  more 
than  any  other  year  since  I have  held  the  office  of  (Mty  Solicitor.  Ex- 
ceptiiiij  for  court  work,  1 hav(‘  not  had  to  iro  out  of  town  on  business 
as  much  as  last  year,  but  alto.i;ether  the  ordinary  routine  of  the  otiice 
has  been  much  more  than  before. 

I have  assisted  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  one  ju-osecu- 
tion  in  court:  the  Over.seers  of  the  Poor  on  one  Juvenile  case,  and  the 
Assessors  before  the  ('ounty  ( ’ommissioners  on  an  appeal  from  their  re- 
fu.sal  to  make  an  abatement.  re]>ort  of  all  of  which  will  ]>robably  appear 
in  the  reports  of  these  dei>artments.  1 have  either  .settled,  or  assisted 
in  settlin.i:  .several  small  claims  a.^ainst  the  city,  which  are  matters  of 
report  in  other  departments  of  the  city. 

I al.so  assi.sted  in  contestinu'  the  matter  of  the  petition  for  a 
receiver  of  the  X.,  T.  vK:  A.  Street  Railway,  which  was  dismissed  and  the 
injunction  souirht  refused  by  the  court. 

Court  Cases. 

Simpson  Case — The  case  of  Sarah  Simpson  for  ]»ersonal  injuries 
caused  by  a defect  in  Emory  Street  was  tried  at  the  March  term  of  the 
court  and  resulted  in  a verdict  a.irainst  the  city  of  $072.00.  which  was  a 
smaller  amount  than  my  i»redeces.sor  in  ottice  offered  to  .settle  this  case 
for  .several  years  before. 

State  Case — The  suit  brought  by  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver  (len- 
eial  for  the  board  of  Olivene  (la.mion  is  still  pendiiii;. 

Eisher  (’ase — The  case  au’ainst  the  Estate  of  John  M.  Eisher  for 
dama.i^es  to  a hydrant  is  still  pendini;.  but  will  be  brouirht  to  trial  iu  the 
near  future. 

('ollum  ('a.se — The  case  of  AVallace  Colluin  for  personal  injuries 
caused  by  a defect  in  Rishop  Strf^et  was  .settled  out  of  court  by  authority 
of  the  Municipal  (’ouncil. 

Smith  ».V:  Dexter  Ca.se — The  case  of  llui^h  A,  Smith  et  ah,  a petition 
for  damages  fcr  land  taken  for  the  relocation  of  Bank  Street  was  settled 
out  of  court  by  authority  of  the  Mnuicipal  ('ouncil. 

Nellie  A.  Cooper  (’ase — This  is  a petition  for  as.sessment  of  dam- 
ages by  jury  for  land  taken  for  the  I’elocation  of  Bank  Street,  and  is 
still  pending. 

Joseph  E.  Euller  ('a.se  and  Herbert  Linkletter  ('a.se — Both  of  the.se 
cas(‘s  are  on  a petition  for  review  of  assessment  l»y  jury  as  abutters  on 
the  A.  B.  ('.  Street  Railway  and  are  still  pending. 
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Avjulis  Znhi^inn  f’nse — This  is  a ixTition  for  assessiutoit  of  damaiios 
by  jury  for  land  taken  at  (‘oiaier  of  Park  and  lMii(‘  Strecds  and  is  still 
pendini;. 

Frank  A.  rninininjis  Case — The  petition  of  Frank  A.  (’nnmiinirs 
for  assessment  of  damages  by  .piry  for  land  taken  has  nx-ently  Ixmmi 
settled  ont  of  c(mrt  by  anthority  of  the  Municipal  (Nmncil. 

Frank  A.  rnmminj^s  Case — The  petition  by  Frank  A.  (’ninminirs  for 
writ  of  certiorari  is  a ))etition  for  a writ  to  have  the  assessment  on  the 
A.  B.  ('.  Street  Railway  declared  void.  i»rincipally  for  the  reasons  that  it 
is  alle.ired  that  the  act  allowinjr  the  assessment  is  nnconstitntional.  This 
was  heard  before  Jndjje  .Tenney  at  the  Xovend)er  sitting  of  the  Supreme 
(’onrt  at  New  Bedford.  1 feel  that  the  resnlt  is  that  the  case  will  be 
decided  on  the  broad  i;ronnds  of  the  constitutionality  of  the  act.  or  the 
fairness  of  the  assessment.  The  case  has  l»een  heard,  arirned  and  brifd’s 
snbmitted.  and  now  awaits  the  decision  of  the  court. 

Fllen  Foew  Case.  Two  suits  have  been  bronirht.  one  by  Fllen  Foe\v 
and  the  other  by  husband.  William  l.oew.  for  damages  arisini:  from  an 
alleired  defect  in  the  sidewalk  on  Bark  Street.  These  cases  have  been 
answered  and  are  i)endinir. 

Timothy  O’Neil  (’ase — Snit  has  been  entered  l»y  Timothy  O'Neil  a ris- 
inir  ont  of  an  alleged  defect  in  I*ark  Street,  answer  has  been  Hied,  and 
the  case  is  still  pendinic. 

Alvin  N.  rooi)er  Oase — T bronirht  suit  for  the  <-ity  airainst  Mr. 
Oooi)er  for  a water  bill  which  has  been  settled  by  anthority  of  the 
]\Inni(di>al  ronncil. 

Alvin  N.  and  Frederick  1*.  Cooper  Case — 1 have  recently  Hied  a 
petition  in  the  Land  Court  in  behalf  of  the  city  at  the  instance  of  the 
City  ('ollector  to  foreclose  the  rii?ht  of  redemption  on  six  ])a reels  of  land 
sold  to  the  city  for  unpaid  taxes  on  land  taxed  to  Alvin  N.  and 
Fi-ederick  F.  C’ooper.  This,  of  conr.se.  is  still  itendini;  because  it  has  not 
yet  reached  the  sta.ice  for  .indj^ment  even  if  it  is  not  contested. 

Miscellaneons — There  are  three  matters  in  which  the  city  has  re- 
ceived notice  of  claim  for  injuries  caused  by  alleged  defects  in  the  high- 
ways which  1 have  investi.ua teil.  I)iit  in  none  of  which  snit  has  yet 
been  bron.uht. 

There  are  two  notices  of  claims  against  the  A.  B.  C.  Street  ITailway 
in  which  snit  has  not  been  bron,uht.  and  one  report  in  which  no  claim 
for  damages  has  been  made. 

A claim  has  been  entered  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  a ho.si)ital  bill 
amonntinu  to  for  board  and  care  of  Delia  Valleqnette  for  thirty- 

nine  weeks.  This  is  a child  that  was  in  the  Fourth  District  Court  as  a 
ne.ulected  child,  and  so  far.  in  consequence  of  the  conrt  action.  I am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  city  is  not  liable  for  this  bill,  and  I have  so  noti- 
Hed  the  Health  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

From  tlm  above,  it  will  he  seen  that,  as  stated  in  the  heuinninu  of 
this  report,  the  work  of  this  department  has  been  considerable  for  the 
past  year,  and  promises  to  be  so  for  next  year. 

The  expenses  of  this  department  have  been  $23.P>5. 

I recommend  the  same  appropriations  for  1922  for  salary  and  ex- 
pemses  as  dnrinu  the  past  year  for  this  department.
